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DEBATES IN THE SENATE 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE AND PRESIDEN- 
TIAL DISABILITY. 

THE RESOLUTION FOR A WOMAN’S COMMIT- 
TEE sTILL HANGING FIRE—MESSRS. 
BECK, MAXEY, AND ANTHONY SPEAK 
ON THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 14.—The morning 
business in the Senate was of an unimportant 
vharacter. Several bills were added toa list 
which is already long, and two or three re- 

ports were made upon subjects which did 

not demand long deliberation. There was 

some debate upon the resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee to consider 
nll matters relating to suffrage for women. 

Mr. Vest said that there were already too 

Many select committees. He declared that 

he would vote against the resolution, not only 

pn this ground, but also because it was wrong, in 
his opinion, to take women out of their proper 
tphere and place them in the political arena. 

He did not intend to reflect upon the women 

who had zealously labored for 10 years to se- 

sure suffrage, but he would not lend his vote 
bo an attempt to destroy the conservative in- 
fluence of the sex. Mr. Hoar, who had favor- 
ubly reported the resolution, remarked that 
the question did not involve the extension of 


suffrage, but merely the right of women to have 
their demands heard in the Senate by a proper 
tribunal. Such a committee was needed, and the 
suffrage question was not the only one which 


would come before it. It was not expected, 
moreover, that by suffrage women would be 
towered to the level of masculine polities, but 
jhat masculine politics would be elevated to 
the standard of women’s purity. The debate 
was interrupted by the expiration of the morn- 
ing hour. 

Mr, Beck then spoke on his bill concerning 

Presidential inability. Hereferred to the seri- 
bus difficulties and confusion likely to arise 
from an enforcement of the act of March 1, 
1792, giving the line of succession to the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, or, if there is none, to the 
Speaker of the House, and mentioned many 
instances in which, if any such contingency 
had arisen, these difficulties would have been 
illustrated, He said that while the word 
officer” in the clause of the Constitution 
empowering the Legislature to declare what 
** officer’’ shall act as provisional successor, had 
been held to mean ‘‘officer of the United 
States,’’ the only existing provision of law on 
the subject, which was that of the act of 1792, 
flesignated officers not recognized as officers of 
the United States. The Senate decided in 
1798, in the Blount impeachment, that a Sen- 
ator was not a civil officer of the United States 
within the impeaching clause of the Constitu- 
tion, and this decision had been followed. 
There were many practical difficulties in the 
way of the execution ofthe law. The Speaker 
of the House ordinarily has no official 
*xistence for nino months of every 
ulternate year, and the President of 
the Senate may have no official existence at 
the same time, as had repeatedly occurred, 
pnd as was the fact when the assassination of 
President Garfield took place. In thelife of a 
Vice-President the office of President pro tem. 
of the Senate does not exist except in the ab- 
sence of the Vice-President, upon whose reap- 
pearance the President pro tem. becomes 
functus officio. The power given to Con- 
gress to provide for the succession being a 
power to designatean officer already existing, 
the latter must continue to hold the office the 
possession of which qualifies him for designa- 
tion as acting President of the United States, 
Thus, the Speaker of the House or the Presi- 
tent of the Senate, who is acting President of 
the United States, would wield both the legis- 
lative and executive power of the Goevern- 
ment, as he would take part in legislation and 
append or witbhold the Executive signature to 
that same legislation, Further, both the Presi- 
dent of the Senate and Speaker of the House 
may be ineligible to the Presidency both by 
reason of alienage and non-age. This was illus- 
‘rated in the case of Mr. Ciay in 1811, who was 
blected Speaker of the House-before he was of 
the Presidential age, and under the existing 
law, if both the President and the Vice-Presi- 
dent had died 60 days before the first Wednes- 
day of the present month it would have been 
necessary to elect a new President, who would 
be sworn in on the 4th of March next, in 
‘he middle of a long term of Congress, 
ind if he was to serve four years his term 
would expire in the middle of a long Congres- 
sional term. The introduction of a new Cabi- 
net and new machinery in the middle of a 
Congress would disorganize all the Govern- 
mental departments, and ought to be provided 
against. Mr. Beck regarded the substance of 
the bill reported by the Judiciary Committee 
of the Senate in 1856, making the successien 
fall on the Judges of the Supreme Court, offi- 
vers who had the qualifications required for 
the Presidenay and Vice-Presidency, as bridg- 
ing over the difficulty. He denied the posi- 
tion taken by that committee and by Mr. 
Dwight and other able lawyers that when, in 
any temporary disability of the President the 
Vice-President succeeds, the President cannot 
afterward resume the place. If Mr. Lincoln 
had been captured by the Confederates, it 
would have been necessary for Mr. Hamlin to 
sign, as President, the legislation passed to 
raise men and money tocarry on the war; but 
B declaration by Mr. Hamlin that he intended 
to act for the remainder of the term would 
have caused a revolution in the North. Mr. 
Beck was opposed to Mr. Garland’s bill vesting 
the succession in the Cabinet officers because, in 
the event of a removal! of a President, the Cab- 
Inet might notonly be implicated with the 
President, but might be shown to have advised 
the offense for which he is removed. Then, 
too, Cabinet members may not possess the 
requisite qualifications for the Presidency in 
age and nativity. He then quoted from an in- 
teresting letter by the official Senate reporter, 
D. F. Murphy, in response to one from him- 
self, giving a record of the insertion of the 
plause of the Constitution, and the legislation 
bu the subject. 

Mr. Maxey said that, taking the reason and 
Bpirit of the law, and the consequences which 
led to its enactment as the best exponent of 
its meaning and application, bis conclusion 
was that the Vice-Fresident does not become 
President. nor entitled to take the oath as such, 
pending the inability or disability of the Pres- 
dent, but discharges the powers and duties of 
the office by virtue of his office as Vice-Presi- 
dent pending the disability and no longer. 
Upon the restoration of bis ability to discharge 
the powers and duties of his office, the President 
resumes the office, because he is the President. 
Having taken the oath as President the execu- 
tive power is vested in him for the term for 
which he was elected, aud cannot be divested, 
sxcept by his removal, resignation, or death. 
After a brief speech by Mr. Anthony, the Sen- 
ate went into executive session, and soon after 
adjourned. 


THE SCRAMBLE FOR HOUSE OFFICES. 
KO PEACE FOR THE REPUBLICAN MEMBERS 
TILL ALL THE OFFICES ARE FILLED. 


‘ Wasuincton, Dec. 14.—The scramble for 
the House offices continues with undiminished 
fury, and it is noticed that some members of 
both Houses who are earnest advocates of civil 
service reform are among the most importunate 
in begging for subordinate places for their 
friends and constituents. The House not being 
in session to-day, the hall was crowded with 
pffice-seekers, waiting for an opportunity to 
urge their claims on Republican members, 
who in turn assailed the officers of 
the House and demanded reconition for 
their respective States. A Jarge num- 
ber of women are daily among the 
crowd, some of whom are working to seeure 
appointments in the House for relatives or 
friends, while others plead for appointments 
in the various executive departments. At 
night the corridors of the hotels are crowded 
with these office-seekers watching for the ap- 
pearance of members, who are unable to 
evade their pursuers even by taking lodgings 
outside of the large hotels. When the Speaker 
announces the standing committees the pres- 
sure will be increased, as the Chairmen of 
most of the committees are allowed to 
select clerks, whose salaries range from $5

committees will not be ready to announce un- 
til Tuesday next, and it is expected that the 
adjournment for the holidays will take place 
the day following. Until that timethere will 
be no peace for the Republican members and 
officers of the House. The Indiana delegation 
seems to have no better luck in the distribution 
of offices under the the Door-keeper than their 
neighbors from Illinois. Indiana is represent- 
ed by 13 Republican members, to whom four 
offices have been assigned. Four offices for 13 
men are not considered sufficient, and therefore 
there is a conflict between the Door-keeper and 
the Indiana members. Some of the State dele- 
gations have called caucuses to consider what 
is due them in this matter of distribution of 
patronage and to determine the best method of 
parceling out the spoils that may be assigned 


them.

THE POSTMASTER-GENERALSHIP. 
NO INDICATION AS TO WHO WILL SUCCEED 
MR. JAMES—MR. CHAFFER AND THE 
STAR SERVICE. 


Wasuineoton, Dec. 14.—The approaching 
departure of Mr. James from the Cabinet 
directs attention to those who are regarded as 
candidates for the office which he now holds. 
The President has been very successful in con- 
cealing his plans regarding this place. The 
candidates who are mentioned are ex- 
Senator Chaffee, ex-Senator Howe, and 
Chauncey I. Filley, and each of these 
has supporters who believe that he 
will be successful. Mr. James has begun a 
great work in the department, and the people 
desire that his successor shall carry iton. It 


will not be an easy task to do this. The rec- 
ords show that Mr. Chaffee was quite liberal 
with his recommendations for those changes 
upon the ring star routes by which so much of 
the people’s money was fraudulently taken 


by the ring contractors. His action 
in relation to these changes does not 
by any means show that he was 
in any way acquainted with the 


fraudulent and unnecessary character of the 
service, The recommendations were, doubt- 
less, made in a perfunctory way, as many 
other similar recommendations were made by 
other Senators and by Congressmen. It may 
be that the results of the star route investiga- 
tion have opened Mr. Chaffee’s eyes, and 
shown him the nature of the frauds which 
were committed by Gen. Brady and the con- 
tractors with the innocent and thougbtless 
assistance given by Senators and Congress- 
men, Mr. Chaffee’s recommendations were 
not in accordance with the business 
principles which the people desire to see main-, 
tained in the administration ef the Contract 
Office. It may be that if the opportunity 
should once more be offered he would not 
again make those recommendations. If his 
present views of the star service are in accord- 
ance with his recommendations made three 
years ago it cannot be expected that, if placed 
at the head of the department, he would take 
that view of the star service which has led Mr. 
James to accomplish a great reform. There 
are some indications, however, that the Presi- 
dent will take into consideration persons out- 
side of the group of three mentioned above 
whose names have not been used in connection 
with the office.

THE GARFIELD MEMORIAL 
DIFFERING VIEWS OF CONGRESSMEN AS TO 
THE PROPOSED CEREMONIES, 


Wasuinoton, Dec, 14.—The two com- 


mittees appointed in relation to the Garfield 
memorial obséquies met to-day separately and 
subsequently held a jeint meeting. At the 
meeting of the Senate committee Senator 
Sherman presided, at that of the House com- 
mittee Mr. McKinley. The House committee 
directed Mr. McKinley to present a plan mod- 
eled after that of the Lincoln obsequies, and 
this was presented at the meeting of the joint 
committee held this afternoon as a substitute 
for a resolution to select one person from each 
house—Messrs, Hoar, of Massachusetts, and 
Tucker, of Virginia. The joint com- 
mittee not agreeing as to whether the 
memorial exercises should be conducted by the 
two houses exclusively, or whether others 
should be invited to take part, a resolution 
offered by Mr. Cox, of New-York, was adopted 
to appoint a committee of three from each 
house to agree upon a form and method of ob- 
serving the obsequies. The House committee 
chose its chairman, Mr. McKinley, Mr. Cox, 
and Mr. Kasson as the sub-committee under 
Mr. Cox’s resolution, The Senate committee 
wiil select a similar committee. Some mem- 
bers of the committee favor the selection of an 
eminent orator outside of Congress, and Secre- 
tary Blaine, Henry Ward Beecher, and Robert 
G. Ingersoll are named. Others favor the 
selection of two orators from each house, and 
others advocate the selection of two orators 
from each house as well as one who is not a 
member of Congress.

MONEY THAT SHOULD BE SUED FOR. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 14.—The Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Post Office Depart- 
ment, Mr. Freeman, communicated the follow- 
ing official advice to the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General on Sept. 2, 1881: ‘I deem 


it my duty to advise you that, should it be 


made to appear that orders for expeditions have 


been procured by means of false or fraudulent 
representations or combinations, suits should be 
instituted to recover any and all amounts that 
may have been paid by reason of such orders.”’ 
The department has in its possession a large 
number of affidavits and other proofs collected 
by trusted officers and relating to many routes 
which show that many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars bave been precured by 
orders for expedition based upon false 
or fraudulent representations, and also that 
the service paid for was not performed. 
Millions of dollars of the people’s morey have 
been taken fraudulently from the Treasury bv 
these orders, The proofs in many cases have 
been in the department for months. It is 
strange that suits have not been brought to re- 
cover some of this money. This work is the 
duty of the Department of Justice, which has 
been allowed for so long a time to exist with- 
out a head. 


NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dee, 14, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $207,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $284,246 10, and from Customs $844,031 91. 

Assistant Secretary Upton retired trom the 
Treasury Department to-day, although his 


resignation will not take effect until Jan. 1. 
Ex-Senator Paddock, it is said, will be Mr. 
Upton’s successor. 

It is reported here to-day, although the re- 
port lacks authentication, that J. Bancroft 
Davis is to succeed Mr. Hitt as First Assistant 
Secretary of State, and that Secretary Hunt 
is to take Judge Davis’s place on the bench of 
the Court of Claims. 


The general impression among prominent 
members of the House of Representatives is 
that the holiday recess will begin on Wednes- 
day, the 21st inst. It is thought probable that 
Speaker Keifer will be able to announce the 
committees previous to the recess, 


The Secretary of the Treasury has received 
advices that $5,489,000 in bonds were offered 


at the Sub-Treasury in New-York this morn- 
ing on the one hundred and sixth call. In ad- 
dition to these Secretary Foiger this afternoon 
agreed to take $250,000 of the bonds keld in 
this city. The total redemptioms under the 
one bundred and fifth call to date amount to 
$15,521,200,

SUPPLEMENTS IN THE MAILS. 
REGULATIONS GOVERNING THEIR TRANSMIS- 


SION AT POUND RATES. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Acting Postmaster- 
General Hatton has authorized the following rul- 
ing : 

‘*“No supplement containing any advertisements 
whatever can be allowed in the mails at the second- 
class rate, unless the publisher makes affidavit that 
the same rates are paid to him for the advertise- 
ments contained in the supplement as for those in 
the body of the paper itself. Publishers desiring 
to send out supplements should file with the Post- 
master the following affidavit: 

“*The undersigned, publisher of the , hereby 
makes oath that neither he nor —_ other proprietor. 
clerk, agent, or employe, within his knowledge, wil 
send $r cause or permit to be sent through the mails, 
at the second.class (pound) rate, any supplement con- 
taining any advertisements whatever, except such ad- 
vertisements as are paid for at the same rate as those 
in the body of the paper itself. ae and place.) 
Sworn and subscribed before me, ‘his —— day of —, 
188-, (Signature and title.]’ 

‘“When such an affidavit has been filed, it will not 
be necessary to repeat it, except when the publica- 
tion changes hands. But the making of this affi- 
davit will not dispense with the other require- 
ments in regard to supplements; it wi! not secure 
the admittance of hand-bills or posters, or adver- 
tisements in a form intended for circulation and 
independent of the paper itself, or without the 
date of issue; nor will It authorize the use of cuts 
or illustrations which would not be admitted in the 
body of the paper. The supplement must contain 
matter which is printed in the supplement for no 
other reason than for want of room in the body of 
the paper, and which would have been so published 
but for this reason, and, therefore, the advertise- 
ments contained therein must be of the class of 
matter, style of illustration, and display common 
to the entire pap.r. Postmasters will be held 
strictly responsible for the mailing of any matter 
in violation of this ruling, and are required to re- 
port all such violations coming under their notice.”

MINNESOTA RAILWAY BONDS. 








THE DISTRICT COURT DENIES THE INJUNC- 
TION AGAINST GOV. PILLSBURY. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 14.—Judge Lech- 
ren, of the District Court, this morning filed his de- 
cision in the case of David A. Secombe against 
Jobn 8. Pillsbury, as Governer, &c., impleaded 
with Selah Chamberlain. The plaintiff, it will be 
remembered, prayed for an injunction from the 
District Court restraining Gov. Pillsbury from issu- 
ing and Selah Chamberiain from receiving any of 
the new railroad adjustment bonds. The case has 
been elaborately briefed and argued. The deci- 
sion, after reciting the facts presented to the 
court, says that, conceding the plaintiff’s right 
as a tax-payer to bring this action, and con- 
ceding the facts represented to exist, still it must 
appear that the plaintiff has a cause of action, 
or, in other words, that the proposed issue of 
new bonds is illegal. If the constitutional amend- 
ment of 1858 and the act of Nov. 4, 1881, are valid, 
then there is no cause of action. These points 
were settled in the ease of the State in the matter 
of the Attorney-General against Young and others. 
The Supreme Court in that case adjudges the 
constitutional amendment of 1860 t» be void 
as impairing the obligation of these _ rail- 
road bonds. This necessarily includes an adjudi- 
cation tkat such bonds are valia contracts, 
and that the amendment of 1858 under whfch 
they were insured was valid. The act of Nov. 4, 
188i, is then constitutional, the proposed action of 
the Governor is legal, and the plaintiff has no 
cause of action. The plaintiff holds that the ruling 
of the Supreme Court was only upon theact of 
March 2, 1881, and that the adjudication of the 
validity of the railroad bonds and of the constitu- 
tional amendment and of the power of the Legts- 
lature to procure the payment of the bonds are all 
matters in the odi/er dicta, and of no authority in 
any court. The plaintiff having no cause of action, 
the court refuses to consider the question of power 
or want of powerin this court to interfere by in- 
junction with the action of the Governor. 

The plaintiff’sapplio ‘on for judgment is denied, 
and it is ordered that ..s action be dismissed as to 
the ¢efendant PilJsbury. It wiil be seen that the 
question of the right of the court to enjoin and re- 
strain the execution is not passed upon, and that 
the case as to Chamberlain is not decided.

PROGRESS OF THE FRANCO-TUNI- 
SIAN WAR. 

FORCIBLE EXPULSION OF THE OCCUPANTS 
OF THE ENFIDA ESTATE—ESCAPE OF 
ARABS INTO TRIPOLI—M. ROUSTAN’S 
SUIT AGAINST HENRI ROCHEFORT. 

Tunis, Dec. 14.—The insurgent Arab 
troops of which a French column was in pur- 
suite have escaped into Tripoli. 

The Tunisian authorities have forcibly ex- 
pelled the employes of M. Levy from the En- 
fida estate, and put the French claimants into 
possession. 

Mustapha Ben Ismail, late Prime Minister 
of Tunis, has arrived here from France, and 
had an interview with the Bey. 

It is reported that the Prime Minister has 
offered to resign in favor of Mustapha Ben 
Ismail, the former Prime Minister. 

Paris, Dec. 14.—In the action of M. Roustan, 
the French Minister to Tunis, against the man- 
ager and editor of the Jntransigeant, M. 





Rochefort’s journal, for slander, the 
principal point of the evidence for 
the defense was that M. Roustan en- 


gaged in financial transactions with doubtful 
characters, M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire, late 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who, on behalf of 
M. Roustan, instituted the prosecution, denied 
that M. Roustan was the cause of the war, 


and declared that he was a_ zealous 
and upright agent. M. Barthélemy St. 
Hilaire further declared that he utterly 


disbelieved M. Rochefort’s accusations. M. 
Waddington, Count de Lesseps, and M. de 
Coutouly, the new French envoy to Mexico, 
were called as witnesses and strongly praised 
M. Roustan. M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire cate- 
gorically denied the assertion that he had in- 
trusted M. Roustan with the official mission to 
Tunis. 

Information has been received from Tunis 
that Gen. Forgemol’s column has returned to 
Tebessa with Gen. Saussier, The inhabitants 
of the Provinces traversed by the column have 
declared pacific intentions toward France. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.—A correspondent at Tunis 
telegraphs as follows: ‘‘Italy has approved 
the conduct of the Italian Consul in protesting 
against the French occupation of Tunis, and 
has refused to withdraw the protest. The 
Itahan authorities continue to ignore the 
French protectorate, and have sent a man-of- 
war to Susa.”’ 

Lonpon, Dee. 15,—The Standard this morn- 
ing, referring to the forcible expulsion of Mr. 
Levy’s employes from the Enfida estate, savs 
that it considers it a high-handed, discourte- 
ous, and unjustifiable action on the part of an 
allied and friendlv nation. 

A dispatch from Tunis says that Mr. Levy 
has protested against the expulsion, and has 
deposited with the British Consul a proces ver- 
bal detailing the last episode in the case. 

A dispatch frem Rome says: ‘*It is statedin 
diplomatic circles that the British Government 
has expressed to Signor Mancini, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, its displeasure at the state- 
ment which he made in the Italian Parliament 
that England viewed the action of the French 
in Tunis with indifference.”’

OUR SOUTH AMERICAN POLICY. 
FURTHER COMMENTS BY LONDON JOUR- 
NALS ON SECRETARY BLAINE’S LETTERS. 

Lonpon, Dee. 14.—The Zimes, in its 
article this morning on the relations of the 
United States with Chili and Peru, continues 
as follows: ‘‘Itis satistactory that Mr. Hurl- 
but’s eccentricities have been reproved by the 
State Department. We cannot doubt that 
America is sincere in her desire to reconcile 
the victors and vanquished. The appearance 
of dictation and partisanship may be ex- 


plained by the unfitness of the instru- 
ments chosen by the Secreta of 
State. It is not likely that England 


or any European State will be tempted 
to meddle in the affairs of South America, but 
such intervention might be necessary if Euro- 
ean interests should be affected. It must not 
»e imagined that the European powers can 
acquiesce in the very wide extension of the 
Monroe doctrine implied in Seeretary Blain2’s 
dispatches, Intervention for the protection of 
European interests is as rightfully claimed by 
the powers as it is by the United States for the 
protection of their interests in China and 
Japan.” 

The St. James Gazette this evening says: 
‘There is nothing in Mr. Blaine’s dispatches 
with which it would be reasonable or profita- 
ble for kuropean Governments to find fault; 
but there is much cause for reflection that 
Europe will have in the future to regard the 
United States as having a foreign policy of 
their own. Although that policy may only 
concern South America, yet, considering the 
commercial ties between South America and 
Europe, it may cross and confuse the policy 
of European Governments in ways, and to an 
extent, now only faintly foreseen,”’ 

Lonpon, Dec. 15.—The News says: ‘‘It is 
satisfactory to tind that the spread-eagleism of 
Mr. Blaine is disavowed by the American press 
and people.”

KEEL Y’S SECRET DEMANDED. 





THE STOCKHOLDERS OF THE MOTOR COM- 
PANY WANT TO KNOW SOMETHING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—A meeting of the 
Keely motor stockholders was held to-day at the 
office of the company, No. 913 Walnut-street. The 
Treasurer’s report showed that $20,126 01 had been 
received during the year, and $20,105 53 paid out, 
leaving a cash balanee of $19 48in the treasury. 
The assets consisted of 12,000 shares of Keely motor 
stock, 3,000 shares of stock of the Keely Motor Com- 
pany of Mexico, and the $19 48 in the treasury, 
while there was due to J. W. Keely for salary 


$2,500; to the janitor, $17, and on loans $1,093 75. 
Mr. Enos T. Throop, of New-York, read a long re- 
port, in which he gave a history of the motor, and 
made what he called ‘‘a statement of some facts 
and inferences therefrom.”’ The stockholders, he 
said, had implicit faith in the merits of Mr. Keely’s 
invention, and had no doubt of its great money 
value, but they complained that the inventor was 
unreasonably secretive of the principles and 
methods of working his apparatus, The ‘* gener- 
ator,” he had assured them, was perfect a year 
ago; the “ multiplicator’’ was also perfect now, 
and they considered their demand that the secrets 
of the machinery should be given them to be per- 
fectly fair and reasonable. They recommended 
that some intelligent and trustworthy person 
should be taken into the inventor's confidence and 
thoroughly taught the handling of the machinery, 
so thatin case of accident they would not be 
wholly without a clue to the invention. The re- 
port complains at length of Keely’s non-commani- 
cativeness, and says: “It has been the experience of 
every one brought into relation with him during 
the past ten years that any attempt at a serious in- 
vestigation ‘of : his operations has been met on his 
part with deception and misrepresentation. It is 
only in general conversation, when his suspicion is 
not aroused, and in the exhibitions of results, that 
we have been able to satisfy ourselves of the inves- 
tigations.”’ 

In conclusion, the report says: ‘‘ He has already 
six or seven phenomena in course of construction, 
dividing his time between them and those grander 
fields in the future which are continually opening 
before his inventive mind. This one thought has 
absorbed his whole being, and every other wish is 
swallowed up in it. It is a serious duty we 
owe to him, to say nothing of ourselves, 
to use all the means in our power to 
protect this man from. himself. It remains 
with Mr. Keely to decide whether an honorable ad- 
justment of present difficulties shall be made with 
the company, or that our successors must push the 
issue in a court of equity. If the last alternative is 
forced upon his friends, the consequenee of his 
own folly must fall upon him who will not be gov- 
erned by the common honesty recognized as the 
basis of all contracts.’? The report was adopted, 
with four dissenting votes, and a series of resolu- 
lutions expressing confidence in Mr. Keely was 
passed, with only one yote in the negative.

On redirect examination the witness stated that 
the prisoner had given him acopy of “ Truth.” H¢ 
thought it was a book indicating careless composk 
tion ana thoughtless, unverified opinion. 

At this point one of the jurors became indisposed 
and left the court-room fora few minutes. The in- 
terval was occupied by the prisoner with several 
short speeches. “While in Boston,” he said, *‘] 
attended Dr. Witbrow’s church regularly. I 
was round the Christian Association regularly, 
and the Christian Union regularly, and I 
sociated with nigh-toned, Christian ago ] 
say this for Corkhill’s benefit, on the ground 
of total depravity. Ialways have associated wit! 
high-toned people. Idon’t know any dead-beat 
or disreputable characters of either sex. [After 4 
pause.| The object of this kind of examination 
to settle this question—I know I was doing wron 
My answer is that 1 don’t care whether Il knew 
was doing wrong or not. My free agency was de 
stroyed, and I hadn’t any choice, and I will take 
my chance with this court and this jury and tn¢ 
Lord on that point. The question is not whether 
was insane five years ago, but whether I was a fre¢ 
agent at the time I killed the President. That kills 
your theory. That is the ques'ion for the court te 
pass upon. It is not a questivz of right or wrong, 
but ofiagency. Iam not here to save my neck 
from the gallows. Iam here for right, for justica 
for vindication. Thatis-all I have got for that 
When I go before the jury I am going to talk t¢ 
them on that. This is simply an incidental speech, 
to putinthetime. [(Laughter.] i 

The next witness was Charles A. Bryan, City 
clerk jof the Equitable Life Insurance Compang, 
of New-York. He first saw the prisonerin Febru 
ary, 1881, when he called to inquire what commis 
sion would be allowed for obtaining applications 
foriusurance, He brought in an application an¢ 
asked for a loan or advance, which he did not get 
He came in the next day and pressed his claim foi 
a loan or advanee, but the witness did not enter 
tain the proposition. He handed the witness 4 
copy of his speech, ‘* Garfield Against Hancock,” 
and spoke of his Leger 7 en, Bee ‘* Jim” Blaine and 
other leading men of the Republican Party. 

The Prisoner—That is false. I never spoke of 
him except as “ Mr.” Blaine or “ Secretary” Biaine. 
I asked you for money two or three times, and you 
gaveittome. What is the use ia lying about it! 
[To the court, on being reproved, after interrupt 
ing the witness.| When a man comes here and 
makes a statement which 1 know is wholly false } 
say to him “That’s false.” If he persists I say ta 
him “ You area liar,” andif he still persists I say 
to him * You are an infernal wheip.” That is as far 
asIgo. That is equal to the bar-room language of 
consigning a man down below. [To the witness} 
—Confine yourself togfacts and you will be allowed 
to testify—not otherwise. You gave me $15 and 
kept it back out of my forty-dollar share of the 
commission on the application that { brought into 
the office, F 

The witness went on to say that the prisoner be- 
came importunate foraloan. Witness had in the 
meantime investigated the proposed risk and ad- 
vanced him $5. The prisoner said he was a promi: 
nent applicant for the position of Consul at Paris, 
and that he would soon go to Washington to ob: 
tair his appointment. He came into the office on 
the 5th of March and pleaded very hard for an: 
other advance. The witness was surprised to se¢ 
him, as he thought he had gone to Washington tc 
look after his appointment, but the prisoner said 
he had not the money to goto Washington. The 
witness then gave him $10, with the understanding 
that when the matter was consummated he should 
receive the difference. 

The Prisoner—The commission amounted to $90. 
Bryan got $50 of it and I got $40. : 

The witness produced two letters written to him 
by the prisoner from Washington, and said that he 
had received quite an avalanche of letters from 
him. He had neverseen anything in the prisonet 
indicative of unsoundness of mind, but thought 
him a pretty shrewd sort of a fellow. 

On cross-examination the witness said that the 
commission in the case brought into the office 
amounted to $90. Fs 

“Yes,” said the prisoner, “he kept $50 tor him: 
self and gave me $40. Perhaps he collected com 
mission on others of my cases and euchered m¢ 
out of my commission.” 

Q.—Have you ever expressed an opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence of the prisoner? A.—I was not 
aware that there was any question about his guilt, 

Q.—Have you expressed an opinion as to whethes 
he ought to be hanged ornot? A.—lIf I have ex- 
pressed an opinion about it, it was that he ought to 
be hanged. That is my opinion now. 

Q.—And you come here for the purpose of do 
ing your share toward hanging him? A.—Not ai 
all. The idea of coming here was very repulsive t« 


me. 

The Prisoner—He came here to do his share of 
lying. That is the way to put it. 

Henry M. Collier was the next witmess, and a: 
soon as he had taken the stand the prisoner, af 
usual, proceeded to introduce him to the court and 
audience: “ Oh, Iremember you as the man thai 
put up that Herald iob on me. This is the mat 
who represented Reese Brothers & Co., of Chicago, 
atthe time I was tried before Judge Donohue, 
Judge Donohue said that I had a right to retain tne 
money, and then the Herald came out with its sen- 
sational editorial. 

The witness stated that Reese Brothers & Co. 
had given him a claim upon the prisoner, who had 
collected money and not paid it over. Witness 
had asked prisoner it he had collected the money. 
The prisoner acknowledged that he had colleeted 
$175 through his attorney at Meridian, Mich. Wit 
ness had asked as to the balance. (the claim wags 
for $275.) He said he had instructed his attorne 
to bring suit for the balance. The witness aske 
him whether it was not true that he had surren- 
dered the notes of indebtedness and compro 
mised for $175, and the prisoner replied that it was 
not true. He said that he was entitled to 50 percent, 
of the fullamount of the claim; that he had got 
his half, and when he got the other half he would 
settle with Reese Brothers & Co. Witness pro: 
duced several of Guiteau’s letters corroborating 
his statement, and in the further course of the ex: 
amination said he had told the prisoner that he 
was a thief and a scoundrel. 

The Prisoner—You never said that, orI would 
have knocked you down at the time, though [| 
wouldn't doit now. Iam not in that business. 

Pending the cress-examination the court stated 
that one of the jurors (Mr. Gates) complained of 
being ill. Another of the jurors stated that his 
colleague was so ill that he said he could not con- 
centrate his mind upon the witness. 

The Court, (to the sick juror)—Do you think you 
could after recess? 

The Juror—No, Sir. 

Mr. Davidge—1 do not think that any good would 
be accomplished by a recess. We are deeply inter 
ested in the preservation of the health of the jury; 
I value the time of the court as much as any on 
but it tangs to me the proper course, in view 
the evident condition of the Saree. is to adjourn.

MR. SCOVILLE’S LECTURE. 
HE COMPLAINS OF THE PRESS AND THE PUL- 
PIT—THE DANGER OF ASSASSINATION. 

WasnInGTON, Dec, 14.—Mr. George Scoville, 
the brother-in-law and counsel of Guiteau, deliv- 
ered alecture in this city to-night, his subject be- 
Ing ‘The Guiteau Case.” Though quite a large 
number of tickets were sold, the audience was a 
small one, but heartily applauded the lecturer 
when he madejhis appearance. He premised his 
lecture-with the remark that he had not the least 
Intention of reflecting on the court or endeavor- 
Ing to affect the trial in any way. He came 


to this city expecting a fair trial, and 
to far he had no reason tocomplain; but in this 
fair trial was contained not merely what occurred 
within the walls of the court-house, but the con- 
duct of the press, and what was said bythe peo- 
le—in short, public opinion; and it was to that 
ublic opinion that he desired to address himself 
without endeavoring to extenuate the crime or to 
create public feeling in favor of the poet. He 
complained that the press had not the disposition to 
give that force and consideration to the defense 
which had been interposed, which ought to be 
given. Not only the press, but the pulpit had pre- 
judged the case. The pulpit comdemned Guiteau 
on the assumption that he was a sane man, and jet 
nota single minister of the Gospel had called on 
the prisoner in his cell, and nota single letter had 
been sent by them to him as a sane man, calling 
on him to repent and turn to God. [Applause.] 
Nineteen-twentieths of the letters received by 
Guiteau were simple threats against his life, 
and not more than two or three breathed a Chris- 
tian spirit. He criticised tne action of Judge Davis 
iInarecent murder case in New-York for going 
outside of the case and instructing the jury in the 
Guiteau case, and giving as law what Judge Cox 
would not give if he (Mr. Scoville) were not mis- 
taken. [Applause.] In the course of his remarks the 
peaker said that he was satisfied, had good reason 
o think, good reason to believe, that the prisoner 
‘vould not live until the conclusion of his trial. He 
a Scoville) was here to see that Guiteau hada 
air trial under forms of law, but he was not here 
to guard the prisoner with a troop.of soldiers. Let 
the responsibility rest where it might, he gave his 
warning, and he knew whereof he spoke. It 
was not for the life of this man that he gaveit, 
but because he wanted to see order pre- 
vail, and because he did not want the 
American people disgraced by having a man on 
trial for his life assassinated likeadog. The lec- 
turer declared that the greatest peril to the prison- 
er wasin his passage from the court-room to the 
prison Yan, — pointed out the danger that 
some desperat@ man would stab the _pris- 
oner with a dirk and escape without detec- 
tion. He expressed in the most earnest language 
his sincere admiration for Judge Cox, than whom, 
he said, no more candid, careful, conscientious, 
judicious man could be found in the country. He 
defended Judge Cox from the criticisms of the 
press, contending that he could pursue no other 
course toward the prisoner than he had pursued 
without prejudging the case. (All references to 
Judge Cox were loudly applauded by the audience, 
among whom were several members of the Dis- 
trict Bar.) 
The speaker then referred to the subject of the 
risoner’s insanity,and read an exttact from a 
etter received in 1875 by Mrs. Scoville from her 
father, in which he stated that his son Charles was 
in Chicago trying to borrow money to buy up the 
Inter-Gcean. ** You may judge for yourself,” he 
writes, *‘ whether he is insane ornot. To my mind 
he is a fit subject for an insane asylum, and if I 


had means I would send him there. He is in- 
stigated by the deyil.” It was not the 
prisoner alone who was on _ trial; the 


question of capital punishment was on trial; 
for he predicted that should Guiteau be hanged, 
and a post-mortem examination prove him to have 
been insane, it would be almost the last ease of 
vapital punishment in the country. At the conclu- 
sion of his lecture, Mr. Seoville was applauded, 
and a resolution offered by one of the audience 
was adopted expressing sympathy with the family 
of the prisoner and complimenting Mr. Scoville on 
bis management of the case.

HIS REPORTS TO THE SUPERVISORS ALLEGED 
TO BE ERRONEOUS. 

The special committee appoiuted by the 
Kings County Board of Supervisors to investigate 
charges made in the report of Warden John Green, 
of the Kings County Penitentiary, against James 
Shevlin, the former Warden, met yesterday in the 
reception-room of the institution. Supervisor John 
McKane presided. Mr. Anthony Barrett appeared 
for Mr. Shevlin, and Mr. D. P. Barnard for Warden 
Green. The particular chargotaken up at yester- 
day’s session was that which alleges “ that the ac- 


tual number of convicts was fraudulently in- 
creased inthe reports submitted to the Board of 
Supervisors.”” At the opening of the session Mr. 
Barnard announced that he had a tabulated state- 
ment already prepared with regard to the points 
he intended to bring forward during the day. It 
would be shown that the number of prisoners in the 
penitentiary on Jan. 1, 1881, the time at which Mr. 
Green entered upon his duties as Warden, was 599. 
The method he should adopt in submitting his 
proofs would be to have the discharge and receiv- 
ing books of the penitentiary produced, and by 
yoing backward month by month from Jan. 1, 1881, 
thow the actual number of prisoners discharged 
from and received at the penitentiary during each 
month. The number remaining in the institution 
at the end of each month would also be shown. At 
the same time the monthly reports made by Mr. 
Shevlin to the Board of Supervisors would also 
be produced, and such discrepancies as existed 
would thus be exposed. 

Mr. Barrett objected to these remarks. It would 
Re better, he said, if Mr. Barnard would let the 

gures speak for themselves, instead of giving his 
»wn deductions. Mr. Barnard then called Warden 
$reen, who téstified that he became Warden of 
ihe Kings County Penitentiary on Jan. 1, 1881, and 
hat on that date the actual number of prisoners 
ponfined in the institution was 599. Warden Green 
then prodaced the books containing tke record of 
the discharge and reception of each prisoner com- 
mitted to the penitentiary. A copy of the monthly 
reports made to the Board of Supervisors by Mr. 
Shevlin, during the time he was Warden, was also 
submitted. By direction of his counsel, Warden 
Green proceeded to read beckward month by 
month from Jan. 1, 1881, from the books he had 

roduced. The number of prisoners remaining in 
he penitentiary at the end of each month was 
thus shown in the manner indicated by Mr. Bar- 
nard, and at the same time comparison was made 
with Mr. Shevlin’s computation of the number of 
prisoners in the institution as submitted in his 
monthly reports to the Board of Supervisors, 

The following is the excess of prisoners charged 
in the report mace on the Ist of each month over 
the actual number confined in the penitentiary as 
plaimed by Warden Green to be shown by the 
books: In 1880—December, 148; November, 150; 
October, 151; September, 152; August, 154; July, 
149; June, 148; May, 148; April, 148; March, 182; 
February, 146; January, 184. (tn 1879—December, 
176; November, 176; October, 175; September, 176; 
Angust, 175; July, 172; June, 172; May, 178; April, 
178; March, 174; February, 175; January, 177. 
In 1878—December, 177; November, 187; Octo- 
ber, 179; September, 179; August, 182; July,

The sen- 
tence. of the court is that you be taken hence tothe 
cece from which you came, and on Lier Jan, 
0, 1882, between the hours of 10 and 2 o’clock, that 

ou be hanged by the neck until you are dead.” 
The Sheriff has directed a death-watch to be placed 
over the prisoner. His counsel are preparing an ap- 
peal to the-court of last resert.

FURNITURE TRADE ASSOCIATION. 
THIRD ANNUAL MEETING-AND BANQUET AT 
THE ST. NICHOLAS, 

The Furniture Trade Association of New- 
York, which held its first annual meeting and 
banquet at the Occidental Hotel, inthe Bowery, 
has grown rapidly since it established the custom 
of annual gatherings and dinners, and last night, 
to the number of 200 ormore, held its third an- 
nual meeting and banquet at the St. Nicholas Ho- 
tel. The business meeting was called to order in 
one of the parlors, just before 8 o’clock, by Mr. H. 
P. De Graaf, of De Graaf & Taylor, President of the 


association. The attendance at the meeting was 
large, among those present being members of the 
New-York association representing many of tho 
leading furniture manufacturers, and many repre- 
sentatives of the Boston, Philadelphia, and 

jmore associations. Vice-President Ambrose 

. Barnes, of the New-York association, read 
the annual report of the Board of Directors, 
in which the statement was made that investiga- 
tion had been made to ascertain whether any 
failures of debtors of the association had been 
made by fraud or deceit. Several cases have been 
investigated, but the Directors complained of a 
lack of support on the part of creditors who were 
too anxious to compromise and release debtors 
without examination, the object being to avoid the 
trouble of investigation. For lack of co-operation 
there were two instances of absolute escape by 
debtors. A resolution was suggested, which was 
afterward adopted. It was reported that the asso- 
ciation had 150 associate members East, West, and 
South, and that three Special Directors had been 
appointed for those sections, in Baltimore, Boston, 
and Ciacinnati. A word of praise was spoken for 
the Secretary, Mr. Robert P. Lyon. The report was 
accepted. : 

The association then proceeded to an election of 
officers, resulting in the re-eleetion of H. P. De 
Graaf as President, Ambrose E. Barnes as Vice-, 
President, Robert P. Lyon as Secretary, A. L- 
Baldwin, Treasurer, and in the election, as Di, 
rectors, of Joel W. Mason, James H. Thorp, O. L, 
Gardner, James M. Shanahan, Frederick Mohr, H, 
P. Williams, John McClave, Josiah Partridge’ 
William E. Watson, J. Wayland Kimball, Charles J 
Griffith,and H. J. Farrington. As Special Directors, F 
Mr. Holmes was chosen for the East, Robert 
Mitchell forthe West, and Frank B. Sloan for the 
South. President De Graaf, in returning thanks 
for his re-election, declared his opposition to a 
third term, and his determination not to again 
accept the office. He alluded in terms of unstinted 
praise to the efforts of Secretary Lyon in behalf of 
the association, his remarks being warmly ap- 

lauded, Letters of regret were read from Mr. F. 

. Holmes, of Boston, and Mr. Robert Mitcheil, of 
Cincinnati, Special Directors for the East and 
West, and Josiah Partridge made some interestin; 
statements regarding the wondertul prosperity o 
the trade during the year. He objected to the cus- 
tom of making New-York City the ‘‘ dumping- 
ground” for alithe shops inthe country. At the 
close of the President’s speech Mr. Ambrose E. 
Barnes offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the mombers of this association are 
hereby requested to refuse to compromise with any 
debtor who, after failing, has not submitted to the 
association or any of its associate orders a full expla- 
nation of affairs, and whose statement has not been 
investigated or advised upon by the association, an 
associated exchange, or a committee of creditors 
properly appointed to investigate the failure. 

After the meeting, about 200 members and guests 
of the association marched into the dining-room 
and partook of adinner. The menu forthe occa- 
sion was provided with a holly-wood tablet, on 
which the virtues of the association were im- 
pressed in letters of silver and gold, together with 
the inscription: *‘Who says that twoof a trade 
never agree. Behold this ag company,” The 
tablet was bound to the billof fare bya pink or 
blue ribbon. Among those who responded to 
toasts were James Wemyss, of the Boston Fur- 
niture Trade Association; Mr. Thompson, of Phil- 
adelphia, and others.

CES SEARLS 


GEN. SICKLES’S GAS BILL. 
RESISTING PAYMENT FOR GAS WHICH WAS 
NOT CONSUMED. 

The suit brought by Gen. Daniel E. Sickles 
against the Manhattan Gas-light Company to test 
the legality of the pretensions of that corporation 
was before Judge Lawrence,in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday, on a motion to continue a 
preliminary injunction against the defendant. Gen. 
Sickles fora long time disputed the correctness of 
the bills rendered to him by the gas company, but 


paid most of them. From January last until the 
Summer months jie did not pay any of them, insist- 
ing that they were grossly erroneous, the company 
charging him for the consumption of 38,100 ecubio 
feet of gas between Jan. 18and May18. He averred 
that as he was away from his home, at No. 
14 Fifth-avenue, and as the gas was turned ofl, 
during that period, except for 22 days, 
he could not have consumed s0 much gas. The 
company insisted that he should pay the bills as 
rendered or suffer the penalty of having the meter 
taken away from his premises. He refused to 
pay, and, beginning an equity suit, obtained a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the company from 
removing his meter. The motion argued yester- 
day was forthe continuance of that injunetion until 
the determination of the suit. John Graham 
and M. B. Field appeared for Gen. Sickles, and H. 
H. Anderson for the Menhattan Gas-light Company. 
In support of the motion affidavits were presented 
showing that no gas was burned in Gen. Sickles's 
apartments from Jan. 2 until May 6. The opposing 
affidavits showed that Gen. Sickies made a con- 


tract binding himself to accept the _ record 
of the meter as _ theg measure of the 
gas consumed by him, and to pay Dills 


rendered in accordance therewith upon pain of be- 
ing deprived of gas; that meters work in favor of 
consumers instead of the company; and that the 
charges of the company were only for gas con- 
sumed between Jan. 18 and Feb. 18, and April 18 
and May 18. In opposition to the last statement, 
Mr. Field said that he would present to the court a 
bill renderea by the company for gas allegedio 
have been consumed between March 18 and April 
18, a period when Gen. Sickles was in Europe. 

Mr. Field opened the argument by stating the 
facts, and urging that Gen. Sickles was entitled to 
an injunction under the ruling of the Superior 
Court, General Term, in the case of Morey against 
the Metropolitan Gas-light Company, in which it 
was held that a gasconsumer may be deprived of 
a meter if in arrears to the gas company, 
but that the fact of indebtedness canuot be 
based upon the mere dictum of the corporation. 
The fact must be proved legally. Counsel said that 
Gen. Sickles merely wanted proof of his indebted- 
ness, and that he alleged that he had not only been 
charged for gas he could not have burned, because 
he was out of the City, but he was also overcharged 
for the gas he did consume. Mr. Anderson ar- 
gued that Gen. Sickles had no_ standing 
in court, as he had mistaken his remedy, and 
that the injunction should be dissolved. Gen. 
Sickles was not entitled to equitable relief, he said 
because he had a remedy at law, after he had paid 
the amount of the bills, in asuitto recover the 
sum he considered to be in excess of a proper 
shargeto him. If he didnot pay and his meter 
was taken away he could sue for damages. 
Mr. John Graham replied to Mr. Anderson 
in a long address, in which he denounced 
the arbitrary methods of such corporations as the 
defendant. He argued thatthe gas company had 
not the right to give the force of a legal judgment 
to its own assertion that one of its customers was 
indebted to it by proceeding thereupon to remove 
the meter from that customer's premises. The 
present proceedings, he said, were based upon sec- 
tion 606 of the Code, and if they were not correct 
he could not see what would be correct. He 
argued at length that Gen. Sickles was 
entitled to have the injunction continued, partic- 
ularly in view of the fact that the Court of Appeals 
has held that an injunction may issue to restrain a 

rson who has threatened to break a contract 

rom carrying out his threat. Gen. Sickles, Mr. 
Graham said, was acting as a public-spirited citi- 
zen in refusing to pay even a small sum of money 
under wrongful compulsion. He was aciuated by 
devotion to a principle in refusing to submit to the 
arbitrariness of aggregated wealth. Judge Law- 
rence reserved his decision.

DOOK DEPARIMENT AFFAIRS. 
A LITTLE BREEZE OVER THE CONTRACT FOR 
THE COENTIES-SLIP CRIB-WORK. 

That contract for filling in and building the 
crib-work across Coenties-slip, which the Dock 
Commissioners have decided to close up, was again 
before that board for further consideration yester_ 
day. Warren Roosevelt, who sentin a bid agree. 
ing to do the work for $25,000, was present, accom- 
panied by Justice Tim Campbell, his legal adviser, 
The firm of Flaherty & O’Connell, who offered to 
do the work for $17,500, was not represented. Com- 
missioner Laimbeer opened the discussion by mov- 
ing that the bids for the work be returned to the 
only two bidders, Roosevelt and Flaherty & 
O'Connell, and the awarding of the contract be re- 
ferred to Commissioners YVoorhis and Vanderpoel. 

Mr. Vanderpoel—Oh! it is impossible for Mr. 
Voorhis and myself to agree on this matter. 

Mr. Laimbeer—Then I move that the contract be 
awarded to Mr. Roosevelt, and the fixing of its 
terms be left to Mr. Vanderpoel with power. 

Mr. Voorhis—I shall oppose any such motion for 
two reasons. The figures of Mr. Koosevelt are ox- 
orbitant. The figures of the other bidders are only 


about two-thirds as much. ‘True, the bid of 
Flaherty & O’Connell. was informal because it 
Was not accompanied by the signatures of sureties. 
If $17,500 will pay for the work, why should the 
board award a contract for $25,000. Then, again, 
Mr. Roosevelt's figures are about 50 per cent. 
higher than the engineer’s estimates. In addition 
to these reasons, I am opposed to giving Mr. Roose- 
velt the contract because there is no unexpended 
balance in the hands of the Controller to the credit 
of the Dock Department. 

Mr. Laimbeer—I should have voted for the mo- 
tion on the strength of the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel declaring that Mr. Roosevelt, having 
putin the only formal bid, is entitled to the con- 
tract. But if that is so about the funds, of course I 
can’t vote for it. 

Mr. Vanderpoel—I understand that there is at 
least $100,000 to our credit in the Controller’s office. 

Mr. Voorhis—Yes, but our liabilities are far in ex- 
cess of our credit. 

Hereupon *‘ Tim’? Campbell stepped in and of- 
fered to have the bid reduced to $23,000, for the 
sake of maintaining peace and harmony and the 
best of feeling among the Commissioners. Mr. 
Roosevelt declared petulantly that there certainly 
ought to be as much money to the credit of the de- 
partment now as there was on Noy. 8, when a 
nineteen-thousand-dollar contract was awarded. 

Mr. Laimbeer, (emphatically)—How do you know, 
Sir. You know nothing at all about our funds. 

The upshot of the whole matter was that the 
motion of Mr. Laimbcer was laid on the table, and 
the board began to busy itself in other matters. 
Mr. Roosevelt and his lawyer retired and the board 
thought they had got rid of them, when they sud- 
denly popped in again, and Campbell thus launched 
forth: “I understand that the department has 
funds”’— 

Mr. Voorhis, (shortly)—Judge, we've disposed of 
that whole matter once. I say emphatically and 
positively that I have been informed that there are 
no funds. 

Mr. Roosevelt and his lawyer, having been thus 
shut up, retired, breathing threats of lawsuits and 
other ugly legal proceedings. 

Chief Clerk Whitney was then instructed to 
furnish the board a detailed statement of its 
financial condition. He said that an approximate 
estimate of the liabilities to be incurred prior to 
May 1, 1882, gave the figures as about $890,000, of 
which only about $140,000 was now credited to the 
department on the Controller’s books from the 
proceeds of dock bonds, The New-York and North- 
ern Railroad Company was granted a lease of lands 
under water between Piers Nos. 43 and 44 East 
River, ata rental of $600 per annum, for the pur- 
pose of building thereon freight sheds, offices, &c.

TRADE AND TRANSPORTATION. 
THE WIDENING OF WEST AND SOUTH STREETS 
URGED—THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 

Capt. Ambrose Snow presided at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Trade and Transportation yes- 
terday. On motion of Mr. Charles Watrous, it was 
resolved that-inasmuch as perplexity exists in the 
public mind regarding the value of the trade dol- 
lar, and many:persons decline to receive it except 
at a large discount, Congress should enact laws to 
make the coin a legal tender to the same extent 
that-other'silver dollars are a legal tender. Mr, A. 


B. Miller presented a resolution reciting that West- 
street below Canal-street, on the North River, and 
South-street, on the East River, are, at their pres- 
ent width, entirely inadequate to accommodate 
their immense business traffic, and tho City loses 
heavily thereby. The State Legislature authorized 
‘the widening of West-street to 250 feet, and pro- 
vided that South-street should have 100 feet added 
to its a heraee width by the extension of bulkheads. 
The object of the Législature has not been accom- 
plished; the work contemplatea has not been done. 
Mr, Miller moved that the board urge the Dock 
-Gommissioners, or other constituted authorities of 
the City, whose duty it may be, to carry out at 
once the work authorized by tho Legislature, ex- 
tending the bulkheads on both West and South 
streets; also, improving and extending the piers to 
the exterior line allowed. The motion was carried. 

Mr. F. B. Thurber secured the adoption of a 
resolution declaring that “ the stand taken by the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
against the unjust discrimination of 2 cents per 
hundred in favor of Philadelphia and 8cents per 
hundred in favor of Baltimore that has so long de- 
prived our City of its natural and acquired advan- 
tages meets with cordial approval ef this board, 
and should reeeive the hearty sympathy and co- 
operation of all citizens interested in the prosperity 
of our City.” 

A resolution was adopted urging the Legislature 
to amend the assignment laws so as:to do away 
with all ‘‘ preferences,” except in the cases of em- 
ployes to reasonable amount. 

Among the visitors present at the meeting of the 
board were Col. J. M. Allan, of Iliinois, and the 
Hon. J. H. Murphy, of Iowa, both of whom, by in- 
vitation, spoke at some length in regard to the 
Hennepin Canal, its present needs, and the “ great 
advantages which must result to New-York”? when 
it shall have been finished. At the close of the ad- 
dresses Mr, A. B. Miller offered resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted, setting forth the na- 
tional demand for cheap transportation, and aver- 
ring that the Hennepin Canal is ‘“ necessary to the 
full and immediate developement of our country’s 
vast resources.” 

Congress should be urged to provide such le- 
gislation as willsecure necessary appropriations, so 
that the eanal may be completed for navigation at 
the earliest day possible.

INCREASED RATES ON COTTON.

THE GARFIELD MONUMENT. 
AN APPEAL FOR CONTRIBUTIONS AMOUNT- 
ING TO $125,000. 
CLEVELAND, Dac. 14.—The followiag state- 


ment is made in answer to many inquiries: 


The Garfield Monument Fund Committee de- 
sires to raise $250,000 forthe purpose of erecting 
an appropriate monument at the late President's 
rraye. Of this amount over $51,000 have already 
een subseribed by the citizens of Cleveland. The 
State of Ohio (including Cleveland) will raise not 
less shan $100,000 in all, and $25,000 have been 
raised by small voluntary contmbutions in 
different parts of the country and forwarded 
to the committee. Thus, one-half of the whole 
amount asked is practically secured, leaving 
only $125,000 more to be raised outside of Ohio in 
order to carry out the plans of the committee, and 
place over the remains of Mr. Garfield one of the 
finest works of art to be found in the civilized 
world. When sufliciezrt money has been subscribed 
it is the purpose of the committee to have a monu- 
ment association incorporated under the laws of 
the State of Ohio. The design of the monument 
will be determined, and the erection of 
it directed by this association, which will be com- 
posed of representative men from difterent parts 
of the country. It is hoped and believed by this 
committee that the additional amount required for 
this purpose can pe easily raised, so that the asso- 
clation may be incorporated. Plans have been 
adopted and all necessary arrangements made for 
beginning work early in the coming year.

He is identical with the Britisi 
hare, except that he Is larger, his color lighter, and 
his earsmuchionger. His avoirdupoisis about 11 
pounds, and his ears measure, from tip to tip, 
about 16 inches. He does not burrow in the ground. 
og lies under cover of a bunch of prairie-grass, but 
$s very seldom found at home, his office hours 
being between sunset and sunrise. He is to be 
found during the day on the open prairie, where h¢ 
feeds on the tender shoota of the mesquite or 
sage-grass. He is not a ferocious animal, ag 
a stranger might be led to suppose from an exam: 
ination of what purports to & his picture, undet 
the alias of ““ The Texian Hare,” in Gov. Roberts's 
book. The jack-rabbit has several enemies, among 
y, who shoots him with his rifie; 
the coyote and the dog, that try to run him down, 
and the Governor of Texas, above alluded to, whe 
libels him in his book, He has two ways of pro 
tecting himself against hisenemies, One way is ta 
squat, when he suspects danger, and fold his 
ears along his sides. By doing this he oftex 
escapes observation, as only his back is ex: 
posed, the color of which harmonizes with the 
brown of the withered grass, The other plan, thai 
he uses when discovered and pursued, is to cre 
ate remoteness between himself and his pursuer. 
In giving his whole attention to this mate 
ter, when necessary, he is a stupendous success 
and earnest to a fault. When disturbed he unlim- 
bers his long legs, unfarls his ears, and goes off 
with abound. He generally stops after running 
about a hundred yards and looks back tc see if his 
apemomc$ enjoying thechaseas much as he thought 

e would, and then he leaves for parts unknown. 
There are many fast things, from an ice-boat to a 
note maturingin the bank, but nothing to equa) 
the jack-rabbit. An unfounded rumor gets around 
pretty lively, but could not keep up with him fos 
two blocks. When an ordinary cur dog tries ta 
expedite a jack-rabbit route he makes a humiliat- 
ing failure of it. 

He only gives the rabbit gentle exercise. The 
latter merely throws up his ears, and, under easy 
sail, skims leisurely along, tacking occasionally tq 
give the funeral procession time to catch up. But 
if you want to see velocity, urgent speed, and pre- 
cipitated haste, you haye only to turn loose a erey: 
hound in the wake of ajack-rabbit. Pursued by 
greyhound he will “ let himself out” in a mannes 
that would astonish a prepaid half-rate message, 
If heis a rabbit that has never had any experienea 
with a greyhound before, he will start off at an 
easy pace, butashe turns to wink derisively at 
what he supposes to be an ordinary yellow dog, 
he realizes that there is a force In nature hithert¢ 
unknown to him, and his look of astonishment 
alarm, and disgust, as he faris his ears and prompt 
ly declines the nomination, is amusing. Under 
such eircumstances he goes too fast for the eye ta 
follow his movements, and presents the optical 
illusion of a streak of jack-rabbit a mileand a half 
40ng. 
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AN AGED BARONET’S TRIBUTE.

The check sent to 
Mr. Mareus was written by himseif on bis 
ninety-seventh birthday, and in his letter ac- 
companying it he says: ‘I beg that you will 
favor me by distributing, in memory of the 
highly esteemed ana greatly lamented President of 
the United States, James A. Garfield, the amount 
of the inclosed check for £100 among the different 
charities of your city, in any way you may in your 
good judgment deem most desirable, without dis- 
tinction of race or creed.” In compliance with 
this desire Mr. Mareus has given $49 97 of the 
amount to the Soldiers’ Bazaar, and will place tha 
baiance where it is most needed. He has forwarded 
the letter for Mrs. Garfield to her, aceompanying it 
with a note informing her of the Baronet’s genet 
ous gift. Mrs. Kate Marcus, too, has given to 
the Soldiers’ Bazaar a large assortment of Olivet 
goods sent from Jerusalem by order of Sir Moses. 
This recognition of the Nation’s terrible bereave- 
ment by one of England’s nobility, by an aged and 
highly honored man, forms a beautiful and touch- 
ing memorial, whieh will long be pleasantly re- 
membered both by the widow of the late President

REVIEWING THE HSTIMATES. 








‘PUBLIC OFFICERS URGING THE CLAIMS OF 


THEIR RESPECTIVE DEPARTMENTS, 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
continued yesterday consideration of the depart- 
mental estimates for 1881, beginning with the De- 
partment of Health, which was represented by 
Profs. Chandler andJaneway. The Commissioners 
were especially anxious, they said, to secure an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 for the construction on-North 
Brothers Island of a hospital for contagious dis- 
eases. The State Legislature had already given 
them $25,000 for that purpose. Prof. Chan- 
dler expressed the opinion that it would re- 
quire $200,000 to put Blackwell’s Island in 
a first-class condition as a health station, 
and then the board turned to the estimates of the 
-olice Department. Police Commissioners Mat- 
thews and Mason and Chief Clerk Hawley were 
present. They urged the board to appropriate 


$50,000 for the building of a new station-house for 
the Twenty-eighth Precinct. Astestified before a 
Coroner's jury Jast week, the present. precinet sta- 
tion is in a dangerously bad sanitary condition, ard 
utterly unfit for occupation. The Commissioners 
also asked for an increased appropriation for sal- 
aries of clerks, declaring that at present they 
had to detail a Sergeant to act as clerk for 


the President, Concerning the question of 
an increase of the Police force, Mayor 
Grace expressed his belief that a material. 


reduction might be made in the numberof men de- 
tailed for special duty, and that there were more 
men than was necessary on the steam-boat squad, 
He thought a reduction of the detailed men would 
increase the efficiency of the force. Commissioner 
Mason replied that manymen became practically 
worn out in the service, and it was a question 
whether it was not the duty of the Commissioners- 
to give such men work of a lighter character than 
regular patrol duty, The vote of three Commission- 
ers was required to remove a policeman from one 
precinct or positionto another, and all had friends 
to intercede with them, Mayor Grace declared this 
to be astrong argument in favorof putting only 
one man at the head of each department. If it 
would make the Police Department more efficient 
he would be in favor of putting one man at its 
head, be that man Democrat or Republican, 
“Well,” said Commissioner Mason, “that is a 
question I don’t care to discuss here. Ail other 
things being equal, tho Mayor would probably ap- 
point a Democrat, while I, with due regard to his 
capability to fillthe position, would prefer a Re- 
publican.’ Taking up the estimates again, the 
Mayor called the attention of the Commissioners 
to the fact that the list of detailed men given by 
them showed 765 names, while the table in the 
estimates footed up 870. The Commissioners an@& 
Chief Clerk Hawley looked astonished, but after 
they had puzzled over the figures for some time 
they found an explanation of the discrepancy in 
the fact that 105 patrolmen detailed as roundsmen 

were given as such on the various precinct rolls. 
The estimates of the Department of Charities 
and Correction were next taken up, and Commis- 
sioners Brennan and Porter appeared on behalf of 
their department. Commissioner Brennan argued 
strenuously against any reduction in the figures 
agreed upon by him and his colleagues, de- 
claring that the amounts ought to be raised 
it any change was made in them. The 
employes were miserably underpaid as_ it 
was, and any reduction in the appropriation 
would necessitate a still further reduction in sal- 
aries. Corporation Counsel Whitney explained the 
estimates sent in by the Law Department. Gen. 
Franz Sigel appeared before the board on behalf 
of the widow of the late Dr. Wildwart, a map clerk 
in the Register’s oftice, who prepared a large num 
ber of maps, atlases, indices, &c., before his death, 
relating to the City in the olden time. Gen. Sigel 
argued that this property was of great value to the 
City, and urged the board to make an appropriation 
to purchase it for the City. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Controller to examine the maps, &c., 
and report at a future meeting. Frank A. Tag- 
liabue presented himself as a representative of the 
Teachers’ Association, and protested that if re- 
ductions were made in the estimates of the Board 
of Education the amounts would be taken mainly 
from the appropriations for salaries of teachers, 
and he did not think these should be reduced any 
further. Representatives of the Male Teachers’ 
Assoeiation and the Vice-Principals’ Association 
spoke in a similar strain, urging that the faithfal 
gervice of public school teachers should reeeive 
something like a fair remuneration. The board 

then adjourned until to-day.

WIDOW PINE’S BLIGHTED LOVE.

HER SUIT FOR $5,000 DAMAGES—THE DE- 
FENDANT’S SIDE OF THE STORY. 


The people of New-Rochelle, Westchester 
County, are eagerly awaiting the approaching 
trial of a breach of promise case, the plaintiff 
being Sarah E. Pine, about 49 years of age, and 
widow of the late Theodore Pine, Register of the 


County, against Mr. James L. Coatant, who is fifty- 
odd years of age, and one of the village druggists. 
The damages are laid at $5,000. Atthe time when 
Mrs. Pine had the papers in her case served on the 
defendant Tur Ties gave her side of the story,

EPISCOPAL MISSIONARY WORK. 
CHEERING REPORTS FROM THE DOMESTIC 
AND FOREIGN MISSIONS OF THE CHURCH. 


The Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States began its annual conference yester- 
day morning at Calvary Church, in Fourth-avenue, 
between Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets. 
The exercises opened with the celebration of the 
holy communion, which was celebrated by Bishop 
Potter, assisted by Bishop Doane, of Albany. The 
programme had announced that Bishop Potter 
would immediateiy after deliver an address, but 
that gentleman being exhausted, a few remarks by 
Bishop Doane were substituted. The speaker 
dwelt upon the necessity of extending the Church 
of Christ by earnest miseiqnary effort, which should 
consist not only of preaching the apostolis doc- 
trines, but of acting up to the principles of the 
Apostles and making the Church truly catholic. 

Bishop Clarkson, of Nebraska, was called to the 
Chair, and the Rev. Dr. T'wing, Secretary of the Do- 
mestic Committee, delivered an address upon do- 
mestic missions. The Episcopal Church in the United 
States, he said, is operating now a very large extent 
of territory. Maine isa very important Episcopal 
stronghold, and from there many members of this 
Church are going out West. In the State of New- 
York some of the Episcopal congregations are 
scattering, and, although the existing parishes are 
not increasing in numbers, many members have 
scattered into other counties. The speaker thought 


that an itinerant missionary should be appointed to 
visit the scattered members of the flock, look after 
their spiritual welfare, and baptize the children. In 
carrying the missionary work out West the Episco- 
pal Church has established mission stations all along 
the road, but these have been very far apart, and 
it is now proposed to build more. In the West the 
missionary work, although carried on under many 
difficulties, is now meeting with considerable en- 
couragement. The mission at Tacoma, in Wash- 
ington Territory, is injgood condition, and as that 
place promises to be an usposters commercial 
town, the station there should receive special en- 
couragement. A gentleman has already promised 
to give $10,000 to build an Episcopal church at 
Taeoma. On the whole, the progessof the Mission- 
ary Society, the speaker said, was very 
satisfactory. It started with two  mission- 
ary Bishops, and now that number has 
increased to thirteen, and there are numerous 
other clerical and lay missionaries. The society 
asked for $10,000 more this year than thesum 
given to it last year. The Rey. W. BE. Dawson, 
Rector of St. Thomas’s Church, at Hanover, N. H., 
made an address on the mission of the Church in 
the world, He was followed by Bishop W. H. 
Hare, of Niobrara, who spoke of the missionar 

work among the Indians. He regarded the half- 
breeds, he said, as a medium through which 
the full-blooded Indians might be reached 
and converted, and some of _ these _half- 
breeds have become. exemplary Christians. 
The receipts of the Committee for Domestic Mis- 
sions during the year, including legaciesfand spe- 
cials, were $220,503 29. The legacies were about 
$10,000 in excess of those of any previous year. 
The total receipts available for the purposes of the 
committees was in advance of those of the previous 
year by $55,320 21. Individual gifts were becoming 
more numerous aud often more significant in 
amount than they formerly were. The cost of con- 
ducting the work commonly calied central ex-

In the 
Chinese field 1 Bishop, 3 Presbyters, 6 Deacons, 15 
missionary physicians, and 2 missionary teachers 
labored, besides catechists and Bible readers. 
There are 886 native communicants and 599 Sun-: 
day scholars. In Japan, the missionaries have 79 
native communicants and 81 Sunday scholars, The 
mission in Mexico, under the care of one.Bishop 
and astaff of clergymen and lay teachers, has 125 
native communicants and 428 native Sunday 
scholars. 

At the evening meeting Bishop Clarkson pre- 
sided. The attendance was very small, owing to: 
the inclement weather. The Rev. Dr. Garrison, 
Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Camden, N. J., made 
an address on the history of the American Protest- 
ant Episcopal mission work. He said the church 
first awakened to the duty that there was for it to 
perform in the missionary field in 1792, after-the 
adoption of the constitution of the Church. It was 
not until 1820 that the first missionary society was 
organized. In 18385 the real aggressive missionary 
work of the Church was begun, and the Rev. Dr. 
Keppler was ordained as a Missionary Bishop 


for the South-west, In the 45 years since 
then our population had increased _ three-: 
fold. The clergy of the Protestant LEpis- 


copal Church was five times more numerous, 
and the communicants of the Church had increased 
five-told. In 1835 the annual appropriation for do- 
mestic and foreign missions was $24,000; in 1880, 
$709,000. The great problem, however, for the 
friends of Amesican mission work to solve was 
how to meet and overcome the force of the in- 
fluences against the Churchand civil institutions 
of the vast influx of immigration from foreign 
lands. With other Christian countries the work 
was simply to send their agents abroad; but for us 
the subjects for missionary work come to our 
shores in countless thousands. It was for Ameri- 
can missionary effort to overcome the influences of 
this class, which was doing much to weaken pa- 
triotism, to pull down the strength of the Church 
at bome, and to create a sensa of disregard for the 
Sabbath, eet 

The Rey. Dr. Morgan, or the Church of the 
Héayenly Rest, spoke .briefly on the subject of 
what the Christian Church had failed tq do, which 
he summed up by showing. that .the most reiiable 
estimates placed the world’s population at 1,400,- 
000,000. Of these there were not more than 4il,- 
000,000 of nominal] Christians, of whom 209,090,000 
were Roman Catholics, 688,000,000 in the Greek 
Church, and 118,000,000 Protestants, In this nine- 
teenth century—1,900 years after Christ died on 
Caivary to save sinners—this was the condition of 
things, that ‘riore than two of every three. human 
beings on the earth knew not their Saviour. The 
Rey. C. George Currie, Rector of St. Luke’s Church, 
Philadelphia, made the final address, on the subject 
of * Orthodoxy in Religion.”

QUARANTINE INVESTIGATION. 
MERCHANTS BACKWARD IN RESPONDING TO 
THE INVITATION OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The special Senate committee on the inves- 
tigation of the Health Officer’s fees and the man- 
agement of Quarantine held another session at 
the Stevens House yesterday, Senators Birdsall, 
Baker, Rockwell, and Jacobs being present. Mr. | 


Jacobs said that in pursuance of instructions given 
by the committee he had caused to be issued 
printed circulars to 50 or more shipping merchants 
requesting them to appear before the committee dr 
tosend, in writing, any suggestions that they desired 
to make with regard to the management of Quar- 
antine. He would like to know whether any com- 
munications had been received by the Chairman of 
the committee in response to these circulars. 
Chairman Birdsall replied that he had received 
only one communication, which was as follows: 

The Vessel-owners and Captains’ Co-operative 
Association of New-York represent to your honor- 
able body that vessels trading between New-York 
and Virginia ports are obliged, under the present 
laws, to stop at Quarantine and pay a fee of $3 be- 
fore they can enter this port, from the 1st of April 
to the Ist of Novemberin each year; that by said 
regulation they are often detained from 15 to 20 
hours waiting for the Health Officer to send for his 
fee, thereby losing wind and tide, and resulting in 
great loss of time and injury to the Captain and 
other owners of both vessel and cargo; also, that 
the ports of the Chesapeake and its tributaries are 
equally as healthy as the port of New-York; that 
said vessels carry no passengers; their cargoes con- 
sist mostly of wood, coal, and lumber, and other 
low-priced freights, passengers and more valuable 
freight being carried by railroads and steamers. 
Therefore we submit that it is only proper, and not 
detrimental to the public health and interest, to 
allow our vessels (not having siekness on board) to 
proceed to their destination and discharge their 
cargoes without being subject to the detention and 
expense of stopping at Quarantine, and we request 
your honorable body to recommend the following 
amendment to the laws: 

By striking out ‘‘Cape Henlopen’ and substitut- 
ing “Cape Henry” in section 9, clause second, 
which reads: “ From any place (including islands) 
in Asia, Africa,.or the Mediterranean, or from any 
of the Western Islands, Bahama, Bermuda, or West 
indies, or from any place in America, in the ordinary 
passage from which they pass south of Cape Hen- 
lopen, and all vessels on-board of which, during 
the voyage, or while at the port of their departure, 
any person shall have been sick, arriving between 
the ist of April and the 1st of November, and all 
vessels from a foreign port not embraced in the 
first subdivision of this section, shall, on their ar- 
rival at Quarantine ground, be subject to visitation 
by the Health Officer,” &c. All of which is respect- 
fully submitted.

A DELEGATION FROM:QUEBEC RESTING: FROM 
THEIR ELECPION LABORS, 


A number of Canadians, distinguished in the 
civic and railway affairs. of the Province of Quebeo, 
arrived in this City afew days ago in a new specia 
car. The-visitors—who are J. A. Chapleau, Premier 
of the Province of Quebec; EB, T. Paquet, Secre- 
tary of the Province; L. A. Senecal, General Super* 
intendent of the Province of Quebec Railway; J.

The Commissioners of Charities and Correc- 
tion will have nothing to do with the auite rought 
by Mr. Mundy, and he is, therefore, at liberty to 
prosecute them himself. If the defendants do not 
put in an answer in six days after the service of the 
summons and complaint, judgment may be taken 
against each of them for $50, part of which—the 
““informer’s fee,” goes to Mr. Mundy. Mr. Mundy 
charges that liquor is sold on Sunday, and also 


charges that quantities less than five gallons are 
sold, contrary to the laws of 1857.

FRANCE IN A 8TATE OF SIEGE — GOING 
ROUND AND ROUND IN THE SAME FEUDAL 
LISTS—PREDICTIONS OF AN AVENGING 
INVASION FROM ASIA IF KINGS DO NOT 


TURN OVER A NEW LEAF. 
Faris Dispatch to the London Standard, 

Considerable sensation nas been caused here 
by avery remarkable volume which has just ap- 
peared under the title ‘* Mission Aectuelle des 
Souverains, par l'un d’eux,” supposed to be writ- 
ten by the King of Bavaria. Tho writer takes his 
starting-point from the indisputable fact that the 
present state of Europe may be called a state of 
siege, an armed truce, over which the sovereigns 
keep guard, untilsome one of them attempts to 
establish his supremacy in this military and diplo- 
matic competition, wken his ephemeral triumph 
proves as costly and destructive as his defeat. The 


preface of this remarkable book is specially inter- 
esting, as it deals very fully with the present state 
of affairs in France: 

‘Ever since the treaty of Westphalia, or, to be 
more accurate, ever since the Congress of Arras, 
the general government of Europe is a real state of 
siege, the crushing inanity of which we feel with- 
out power to counteract it. So long as that system 
subsists no general conception of a Government 
worthy of our times is applicable, no generous 
action, in the sense of the great objects of society, 
of the great interests of civilization is practicable. 
The subjects of force, our sole possible policy is to 
make ourselves masters of it. else it will master us; 
and our only practical activity is a diplomatico- 
military competition, at once interdynastie and in- 
ternational, the triumph of which, ever ephemeral, 
costs as much from every point of view as defeat 
itself. Valois, Wasas, Bourbons, Hapsburgs, 
Orange, Romanoffs, Hohenzollern, Bonapartes, 
&o., we all tend periodically to repeat the self- 
same history, without any great profit to 
ourselves or to Europe. We go round and 
round the same circus, in the same feudal 
lists, which our rival ambitions, our judicial com- 
bats, drench with blood, giving the people the 
spectacle of a fight between gladiators, 
which must convince them po perpetual examples 
that anarchy resides over the relations between 
Kings as well as over their own. Naturalists will 
say that this is life, with its instinctive struggles 
Nevertheless, the 
proper eondition of manis not that state of na- 
ture, but the social state. In every state passions 
and instincts are subject to the curb of civil laws, 
and the States of the same social family— 
those of Christendom—could not, without dan- 

er, remain much longer under less restraint 

n their mutual relations than individuals, 
and less bound than these latter by the dlic- 
tates of justice and equity. Christians in our 
private lives, civilized in our-private habits, are 
we to be eternally doomed in our mutual inter- 
course, as sovereigns to pursue an anti-Christian, 
barbarous, instinctive, and ferocious policy, made 
up of diplomatie cunning, of military violence, the 
immorality.of which our national codes prosecute 
and punish when our subjects resort toit as against 
each other? No man’s intellect, no man’s conscience 
can answer that question in the affirmative. 
But it is easier to condemn the evil than to finda 
remeay for it, or discover its causes. The Euro- 
pean family—Christendom—being thus_ built up, 
‘we are obliged to put up with it as it is, for want of 
a better plan, and of proper workmen to build up 
our house afresh.” 

The King then Sen ggg to deal with the subject 
.of revolution, which saps the foundations of so- 
clety, while permanent war is the normal condition 
in the upper regions of the edifice of which Kings 
are “but the principal tenants, and those whose 
position exposes them to the greatest risks.’”’ He 
thinks Kings cannot do better, so long as the ex- 
isting relations between sovereigns continue, than 
to oppese materialism. and the destructive tenden- 
cies, so long as the peoples haye sense enough 
to trust Kings to protect them against the forces of 
revolution; but he candidly admits that peoples 
may cease to have that good sense. He then pro- 
ceeds: 

“The government:of materialism in our posi- 
tivist age everywhere tends to turn the State into 
a kind of anonymous machine, which we wind up 





80 well that it seems able to work of itself without 


any political vital principle. That is the bottom of 
the Latin conception. of government which the 
Western chimerically described as ‘A Republio.’ 
France in this respect has never yaried, from Dan- 
tonto M. Gambetta. It 1s questionable whether 
peoples ever derive from the republic thus under- 

“stood any other advantage than the suppression of 
the civil list, and it entails upon them a series of 
disadvantages, political and socia), abroad and at 
home, which need not be specified for the present. 

Supposing that the national will in the various 
countries of Europe should fall in with the views of 
these so-called Republicans, and everywhere sup- 
press the yital principle at the head of 
the State, and reduce this latter to be 

a mere administrative automaton. Europe 
would not get rid of the state of perma- 
nent war, and all the-consequences of tHe state of 
‘siege from which it suffers. If the Revolution, 
‘considering it as the destruction of what exists, as 
‘a means of making room for what ought to exist, 
had a feasible plan to bring about a better state of 
things, then: the republic, which is at present but’ 
a monarchiecal machine without a monarch, might 
be useful as facilitating a transition, but sueh is 
not the case. Far more civil tnan political, the 
work of half-educated men absolutely devoid of 
all social science, there is nothing in the Revolution 
that should terrify us beyond measure. I think, on 
the contrary, that its examples are calculated to re- 
assure monarchs as to their practical utility, and to 
proye that real reform oan only proceed from us— 
the Kings. Revolution is merely a nolsy push (une 
poussée bruyante) of a certain portion of the middle 
classes, who are dissatisfied, against the cadres cre- 
to be sup- 


‘pressed. In the van of other nations, France 


“affordsus a theatre of observations,the experiments 


‘of which carry with them their lessons and con- 
clusions, In France monarchy has been suppressed, 
. but the State is paramount—such as Louis XI. dim- 
ly conceived it, such as Richelieu desired it, such as 


Colbert createdit. Not one man wishes to destroy 
it. Every man wishes to occupyit. The Revolu- 


tion gives the necessary impulse. the * push’ to clear 

the way. The republic organizes the transition. 
The crown disappears, but it is replaced by a hat. 
‘The sceptre: makes way for a walking-stick, pres- 
ently to be changed for a sabre, and allis said. Oc- 
casionally, however, the Revolution affects an anti- 
social character disguised under the name 
of Socialism, becomes divided against itself, 
and to the traditions of the State opposes the 
Commune, a tradition of Etienne Marcel in the 
Middle Ages. A handful of imperfectly educated 
littérateurs, conceiving that politics is the proper 
career of those who have none of their own, impro- 
vise themselyes the mouthplece of the lowest 
classes to work them for thelr own advantage. Eu- 
rope gets alarmed, but without any reason. These 
Saturnalia we ean afford to disregard. All these 
fellows, few innumber, idle, without experience, 
more despotic than any of us Kings ever were, are 
anxious for nothing but the spoils of office. Every 
idle undergraduate thinks he has in his pocket a 
bill at-sight on the public Treasury. These sounding 
phrases and lofty aims oy indicate a strong de- 
sire to: pocket a share of the budget, and every 
country in Europe can have that kind of republic 
without Republicans.” 

The autkor concludes that if Kings do not turn 
ever a new leaf and deal with each other in the 
same way us honest members of the same com- 
‘munity a war of races must follow, whieh will cul- 
minate in an avenging invasion of Asiatic tribes. 
He is very severe on Prince Bismarck, and de- 
nounces the war of 1870 and the treaty which fol- 
lowed it as an immoral iniquity, and describes his 
‘Highness and his system as incurably inimical both 
to Kings and peoples.

Two 
boys who had been assisting Mr. Wilson tried to 
rescue him, but were unable to do so, and he was 
compelled to take refuge in a corn-crib, at the door 
of which the infuriated beast mounted guard over 
him. The boar was subsequently enticed away 
a short distance, but as Mr. Wilson left the 
crib he turned upon him again and pursued him to 
the door of his house. : Medical assistanees was pro- 
cured and everything possible was done for the 
sufferer, but lockjaw set in and on Monday Mr. 
Wilson died. The boar was killed a day or two 
after the encounter. 
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STRANGE POACHING STORY. 
From the London Daily News. 

Poaching has frequently served to supply 
material for novelists, but rarely has fiction ex- 
eeeded the strangeness of thetrue story toldin the 
Sale Police Court on Monday. It appears that on 
the 6th inst. there were high doings at Legh Park. 


A band of poachers had commenced operations 
when they were encountered by a posse of repre- 
sentatives of law and order led by the head game- 
keeper. It appears to be the custom in the neigh- 
borhood of this great park for young gentlemen 
whose time hangs heavy on their hands to volun- 
teer for a night’s “spree” in hunting up the 
poachers. On this particular occasion there 
were two such volunteers—Mr. Charlies Wil- 
lesby Ricketts, who holds a position in the 
office of Col. Legh, and Mr. William Percival, the 
son of a neighboring tarmer. Both these persons 
earried revolvers, which they were careful to 
charge to their fullest capacity. In the course of 
the encounter a shot was fired and one of the 
poachers fatally wounded. The poachers, who 
were overpowered and captured, were placed on 
their trial charged with night poaching and willful 
murder of their comrade, to which end evi- 
dence was given by Ricketts, Percival, and 
the head game-keeper, who severally swore that 
they had not earried fire-arms, nor, as far as 
they knew, were there fire-arms among their 
party. On Monday these three men, being re- 
called by the magistrate, admitted their possession 
of fire-arms, and Percival confessed that he had 
fired at *“‘a man at a distance of _ten ora dozen 
yards, who appeared to be raising his gun to his 
shoulder and firing at the keeper.”” The three men 
have been committed for trial ona charge of per- 
jury and willful murder, and this course has been 
taken on their own admission, though we must 
hope that a complete judicial investigation may 
put their conduct in another light. They are not 
the tirst victims of the maintenance of the game 
laws at this period of English history; but their 
ease is exceptionally dramatic and more than 
usually painful.

When thirteen Republican Representatives 
to Congress from one State have each half a 
flozen applications for office and only four 
pffices are allotted to the entire delegation, 
the situation becomes rather embarrassing. 
It does not seem to occur to the ordinary Con- 
zressman to state, once and for all, that office- 
peddling was not one of the purposes 
for which he conceives that he was elected, 
probably because, in most cases, that would 
not be true. But even the ordinary Con- 
gressman ought to see that when there can- 
not possibly be vacancies enough to satisfy 
a tithe of the applicants who are always 
forthcoming, the business of finding 
public positions for his constituents is 
one of which it would greatly add 
to his popularity and peace of mind to be 
relieved. He cannot fail to make at least 
half a dozen enemies for every friend whom 
he succeeds in gratifying by an appoint- 
ment, and when he places his appointee he 
floes so with the full knowledge that he will 
be expected to take care of him at the risk 
pf incurring his lasting enmity. When 
he wants to run again, he will find 
himself very liable to be outbidden in 
promises by some one else who covets the 
nomination, and, when it is too late, he may 
rue the day when he let himself down to the 
level of the office-hunters. Few men who 
possess ability and self-respect remain long 
yt the head of a department of the national 
Government without becoming civil service 
reformers, and it might be supposed that the 
humiliating experience through which so 
‘many of the Republican Representatives to 
Congress are at present passing would open 
their eyes to the demoralizing influence of 
the spoils.system. 


Some three months ago the Assistant At- 
torney-General for the Post Office Depart- 
\nent gave it as his official opinion that 
wherever orders for expediting the star mail 
service had been procured ‘‘by means of 
false or fraudulent representations or com- 
yinations suits should be instituted to 
recover any and all amounts that 
may have been paid by reason of 
puch orders.’”’ There is an accumu- 
Jated mass of evidence gathered by 
Bpecial Agents of the department which 
ponclusively shows that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars have been procured by orders 
for expedition based upon false and fraud- 
nlent representations, and have been 

ocketed without any service having 
0m rendered. It is quite impossible 
to estimate the amount of money 
which has been stolen in this way by the 
star route ring, though it is believed to 
amount to millions. It should, however, 
bea perfectly simple matter to test the re- 
sponsibility of the persons who have received 
this money and to putin motion the legal 
processes necessary to compel restitution. 
The criminal suits against the ring have lagged 
In the most discouraging way, and no civil 
yuits have as yet been. attempted. It is plain 
that there must be a.speedy end to this fast 
and loose policy of dealing with the most 
important duty at present devolving on the 
Administration, otherwise the sacrifice of 
reputations will not by any means.stop short 
at Brapy, Dorsry, and their associates.

It-is at once novel and refreshing to find 
Mr. F. B. Taurser securing from the 
Board of Trade and Transportation a resolu- 
tion of thanks to the management ot the 
Central Railroad for resisting the discrimi- 
gations in favor of Philadelphia and Balti- 
more and against New-York. The board, 
however, carries its magnanimity ‘a little 
too far when it not only resolves that the 
‘Hennepin Canal “‘isnecessary tothe full and 
development of our country’s 
yesources,’’ but thatthe policy of completing 
gach works by the aid of the national 
‘Treasury is @ perfectly sound one. ‘There 
fa nothing to, be said in favor of the 


Hennepin Canal which cannot be urged 
with equal justice for the Missis- 
sippi River improvement or for any 
other of the useful but costly schemes for 
improving internal water-ways whose aggre- 
gate cost would bankrupt even our over- 
flowing Treasury. In mattersof this kind 
there must be some uniform principle of 
action, and however much the Board of 
Trade may desire it, the line cannot be drawn 
just beyond schemes which are to benefit 
New- York. 


SL EE EEE CTS 


A movement is understood to be on foot 
in Brooklyn to secure the appointment of 
some one in the place of Col. McLErr, 
Postmaster, who shall use the patronage at 
his disposal more actively than that gentle- 
man has done. The movement is not enti- 
tled to any respect. Col. McLrer is a sin- 
cere Republican, but he has believed, if we 
may judge from the results of his adminis- 
tration, that he could promote the success 
of his party more satisfactorily by energy 
and attention to business than by ‘‘fixing’’ 
primaries. He certainly has not erred if 
that has been his view. He has conducted 
the growing business of his office, on the 
whole, extremely well, and certainly better 
than any of his predecessors for some time 
past. His removal now for the purpose 
of installing a machine politician would 
be a great mistake politically, and, as far as 
concerns the people of Brooklyn, who ought 
to be consulted, a great wrong. Brooklyn 
has just determined to enter on an important 
experiment in municipal goverament on 
business principles. It would be a great 
pity if the President should select this mo- 
ment to ignore business principles in the 
most extensive business office under Federal 
control in the city. 


The Board of Apportionment should un- 
doubtedly be sustained in the firm exercise 
of economy in dealing with the estimates 
submitted by the various departments. But 
there is such a thing as unwise economy, of 
which any reductions which should compela 
lowering of the not excessive salaries of 
school-teachers isa fair illustratfon. Then 
there may be very unprofitable niggardli- 
ness in dealing with necessary improve- 
ments on City property, of which a refusal 
to appropriate the sum needed to complete 
the Fulton Market building would be a case 
in point. The Department of Public Works 
deserves credit for securing at a very mod- 
erate contract price a substantial and rather 
handsome outside shell for the market. This 
building, measuring 200 feet by 175 feet, 
will be built within the appropriation of 
$80,000, ard is probably the cheapest struc- 
ture of its kind put up in this City under Muni- 
cipal surveillance in the last twenty years. 
It would be absurd to leave the dilapidated 
sheds which remain untouched asthe centre 
of such a building. The inner court of the 
market should fitly correspond with the ex- 
terior, and marketmen would undoubtedly 
pay an enhanced rent for a really com- 
modious and attractive place of business. 
Neither to this nor to other City markets 
which can be made to yield a revenue can 
the custodians of the public money afford to 
refuse much-needed renovation. 


DISABILITY QUESTIONS. 


Two very important questions were forced 
upon the attention of the people of this 
country last Summer by the protracted in- 
capacity of the President to perform the 
duties of the executive office. One was 
whether, under the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, those duties shouldin such case 
devolve upon the Vice-President, and the 
other was whether the succession to the ex- 
ecutive functions of the Government, in case 
of the removal or disability of both President 
and Vice-President, had been properly 
determined by the act of Congress ot 1792. 
The country had drifted along for nearly a 
century without being brought face to face 
with these questions in any practical shape, 
and no serious consideration had been given 
to them. We narrowly escaped being com- 
pelled to settle one of them at least under 
the pressure of an actual emergency, but we 


should not continue to drift in the hap- 
hazard fashion of the past.* President 
AnTHUR, in his Message, shows a _live- 
! ly. appreciation of the necessity of 
providing against a recurrence of the doubts 
and uncertainties which prevailed during the 
gloom of Gen. GARFIELD’s long illness, and 
recommends the subject to the serious at- 
tention of Congress. Senator Beck has sub- 
mitted a resolution instructing the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate to examine into the 
provisions of the Constitution, and the laws 
passed in pursuance thereof, and to inquire 
whether any further legislation is necessary 
or proper. Consideration of this proposition 
was begun in the Senate yesterday, and the 
discussion bids fair to be exhaustive. 

The resolution of Senator Beck ought 
certainly to be adopted, and the Judiciary 
Committee should give the matter that careful 
consideration which it has hitherto failed to 
receive. Before the present session is too far 
advanced the committee should be able to 
report measures for the definitive and per- 
manent settlement of the whole contro- 
versy. Eminent lawyers who have dis- 
cussed the subject in dhe last few 
months have differed radically in their 
conclusions as to the intent of 
the Constitution and the method of 
meeting its requirements, and if their differ- 
ences of opinion are to be taken as repre- 
senting those likely to be developed in any 
effort to deal with the matter practically, it 
is evident that the existing uncertainty 
should be in some way removed before the 
occasion for practical action again presents 
itself. The provision of the Constitution 
that in case of the inability of the President 
to discharge the powers and duties of 
his office the same shall devolve upon 
the Vice-President is manifestly one of 
those which do not execute themselves. It 
is left uncertain what shall constitute ‘‘ina- 
bility,’’ how it shall be ascertained, what 
authority shall determine when an occasion 
exists for the exercise of executive functions 
by the Vice-President, and how long such 
exercise of those functions shall continue. 
Precisely how these various points shall be 
settled is of less moment than that they shall 
be settled definitely and clearly, so that all 
uncertainty may be removed. 

The question will no doubt be raised 
whether Congress has authority to do any- 
thing at all, inasmuch as the Constitution 
does not explicitly confer it in connection 


‘with the specific provision cited. . But au- 


thority is explicitly conferred to make all 
laws necessary to carry into execution the 
powers vested in any department or office of 
the Government. This must certainly apply 
to the powers vested in the Vice-President 
in such an exigency as the inability of a 
living President to discharge the dutics 
of his office. This question, therefore, 
resolves itself into an inquiry as to the need 
of legislative action. If itis needed, itis ne- 
cessary; if it is necessary, it may be taken 
with full warrant of the Constitution. Af- 
ter the experience of last Summer it ought 
not to take long to decide that legislative 
action is necessary. What it shall be the 
Senate Judiciary Committee will have to in- 
quire, if- Senator Bercx’s resolution is 
adopted, and ultimately Congress will have 
to determine. 

The Constitution explicitly directs that 
Congress shall provide for the case of the re- 
moval or inability of both President and 
Vice-President, declaring what officer shall 
then act as President. The sufficiency and 
even the validity of the action taken by the 
Second Congress in 1792 has been called 
in question. The law then passed desig- 
nates the President pro tempore of the 
Senate, and if there is none, the Speaker 
of the House for the time being, 
as the officer who shail act as President in 
the contingency described. It is well-re- 
membered that during the ‘inability’ of 
President GARFIELD neither of these ‘“‘ offi- 
cers’’ existed, and there have heen several 
other occasions when the same thing was true. 
Moreover, it is doubtful whether a Senator 
or a Representative in the lower house, 
though occupying the chair for the time be- 
ing, is an officer of the United States within 
the meaning of the Constitution. The Senate 
has once decided that its members were not 
such officers, and the precedent then estab- 
lished has never been overthrown. It has 
been further decided that the President pro 
tempore of the Senate holds his office at the 
pleasure of that body and may be changed 
at its will. It is certainly not desirable to 
put it in the power of the Senate to 
change the acting President of the 
United States from time to time. 
The objections to devolving executive 
duties upon the President of the 
Senate or Speaker of the House in any con- 
tingency are many and forcible. The action 
of 1792 should be carefully reconsidered 
with a view to determining whether it was 
constitutional, and, if so, whether it was 
expedient. Both branches of the inquiry 
which it is proposed to submit to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee should receive thor- 
ough consideration; if there are errors in 
past legislation, they should be corrected; 
if there are deficiencies, they should be sup- 


plied.

THE FLOOD OF BILLS. 


The torrent of bills pouring in upon the 
desks of the Clerk of the House and the 
Secretary of the Senate grows with every 
session of Congress. On Tuesday, witha 
call of but 18 States in the House, 754 bills 
were presented. Had the remaining States 
been called, this number would, no doubt, 
have been more than doubled. Every im- 
aginable variety of legislation was embraced 
in this mass of propositions. More than 
one-half of them, or 448, were of a private 
nature—that is, with rare exceptions they 
were intended to draw money from the 
Treasury for some purpose not provided for 
in the general appropriations. It is surpris- 
ing to know that after more than sixtcen 
years of peace there should be 208 applica- 
tions for special grantsof pensions. It would 
seem that every possible legitimate claim on 
the bounty of the Government for services 
rendered in a war now sixteen years closed 
could have been brought within some general 
regulation. That there are still some cases 
not so included no one can question who 
watches the reports of the Pension Commit- 
tee of either house; but the fact is greatly 
to the discredit of the law-making body. 
But, even in such cases, it is obvious that 
some examining body better fitted thana 
Congressional committee to get at the facts 
should be created to whom claims could be 
referred. 

Apart from the great number of private 
bills, hardly any of which form any proper 
subject for legislation, or can be disposed of 
with any thoroughness or fairness by the 
Congressional committees, the new bills in- 
clude every form and shade of personal 
hobby and of political fancy. One gentle- 
man asks to have the right to tax United 
States notes given to the States—a frank 
and complete abandonment of the sov- 
ereignity of the Nation, which a very 
slight knowledge of the Constitution or 
of the principle on which the Gov- 
ernment essentially rests would  in- 
stantly condemn. Another wishes the 
trade dollar made a legal tender. We have 
already three varieties of full legal tender, 
and three more of partial legal tender. Of 
these the most vicious is the depreciated sil- 
ver dollar. What can be thought of the in- 
telligence of a member of Congress who, at 
this late day, proposes to add a seventh 
kind, differing from all the others, and 
consisting of a coin which has been 
nearly driven out of circulation—where 
it never should have entered —as an 
unqualified nuisance? Still another mem- 
ber, this time from Louisiana, and a man of 
ordinary sanity, proposes to ré-establish an 
income tax. At a moment when the responsi- 
ble officers of the Government, to the lim- 
ited extent that we have any ofiicers with 
responsibility for their suggestions to Con- 
gress, are devising means of reducing the 
burden of taxation, this Louisiana states- 
man would replace a portion of the 
tax on whisky by a tax on incomes— 
than which nothing more clumsy, unpop- 
ular, and unsuited to the temper of the 
people or the capacity of our civil service 
was ever devised. It is unnecessary to add 
that he is wholly oblivious of the absurd 
and extravagant burden now laid upon 
sugar, one of the necessities of daily life, a 
tax which extorts from forty to fifty mil- 
lions a year from our people at an average 
rate of nearly 60 per cent. In addition to 
these propositions, there are, of course, the 
usual batch of bills for subsidies more or 
less extravagant and more or less disguised, 
but all of them the offspring of the fascinat- 
ing theory that it is the duty and right of 
Congress to bleed the people generally for the 
benefit of a favored few. 

The most obvious reflection in this con- 
nection, and one which must occur to any 
observer at all familiar with the work of 
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Congress, is that the lower house especially 
is very poorly adapted to take proper charge 
of the vast body of proposed legislation. 
Neither its membership, its organization, its 
mode of action, nor its tenure of office is 
such as to qualify it to deal with such an 
extraordinary and difficult labor. It is 
made up of men of little more than 
average intelligence; its members of- 
ten go out with each recurring elec- 
tion, and rarely remain more than 
two or three terms; its committees change 
materially and generally radically every two 
years, even when there is no complete polit- 
ical change, and so extensive and constant is 
the confusion which reigns in its proceed- 
ings that it is only by a good deal of sheer 
luck that really important measures secure 
the degree of attention which they should 
have. The most serious objection, there- 
fore, to this piling up of bills upon its Clerk’s 
desk is that, even where no harm comes of 
them, they absorb energy and time, all and 
more than all of which is needed for matters 
of actual moment. 

We do not know that under the present 
system there is any practicable remedy for 
this evil. So long as we elect nearly three 
hundred Representatives, chosen in moder- 
ately large constituencies, fora short time, 
and turn them in to work their respective 
wills, as far as a majority of them can agree, 
with the ‘‘general welfare”’ of a people of fifty 
millions, we shall undoubtedly see with 
each new Congress a greater number of 
crude, or petty, or selfish propositions 
engrossing the attention of Congress. 
And so long as we leave the House 
without any organization that imposes clear- 
ly defined responsibility upon a definite 
number of its leading members, we must 
expect to see many of these propositions 
enacted into laws, to the detriment of good 
government, to the confusion of the statutes, 
and to the cost and annoyance of the people. 
But as the affairs of the Nation increase in 
extent, importance, and complexity, the ne- 
cessity of some improvement in these re- 
gards will become more apparent and 
more urgent, In the meantime there is 
a certain check in the good sense of Con- 
gress as a whole, which is generally far su- 
perior to what might be inferred from the 
character of the majority of its members. 
With some tendency to magnify its office— 
a tendency to which it yields but too often— 
there is still a strong disposition to check at 
an early stage most of the undisciplined 
zeal of the men who pour new bills by the 
thousand upon the Clerk’s desk. It is to 
this that the country, for the present, must 
trust. 


BIGLIN AT THE FOUNTAIN. 
It has often been said that the primary 


meeting or caucus is the fountain from. 


which the springs of power in a popular 
government are fed. This is a very fine 
sentiment. It is no less fine when we dis- 
cover sitting down, as pre-emptors of this 
living fountain, men so admirable as Bar- 
NEY Bieuix, Dick Dwyrr, Ep Leg, Grorar 
HERMANN, and Pat McLavuGuutn. There 
was an attempt to uncover one of the 
springs of popular government, the other 
night, in the Fifteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict. The worthy gentlemen whom 
we have just mentioned were found, 
like squatters, early on the ground 
and prepared to defend themselves against 
any and all comers. The occasion was the 
election of officers of the Republican Associ- 
ation of the Fifteenth District and dele- 
gates to the Central Committee. To con- 
trol the machinery of a majority of the dis- 
trict associations, and, through them, that 
of the Central Committee, is very necessary 
for those who would drink deep of the 
springs of power aforementioned. And this 
is why Messrs. Broun, Dwyer, Lez, Her- 
MANN, and McLAvuGHLiIn were on hand 
early at the primary meeting. 

The illustrious statesman, Mr. BARNEY 
BIe.in, is a resident of the Eighteenth Dis- 
trict, of the Republican association in which 
he is the President. But no single district 
can confine the powers of so great a person 
as Mr. Barney Bie.rn, and, tired of having 
his own way in the Eighteenth, he saun- 
tered into the Fifteenth for the sake of ex- 
citement. Brerin’s lieutenant, Siskrnp, 
headed one of the rival factions in that dis- 
trict, M. L. Houutster being the banner- 
bearer of the other. Buicuin suddenly 
developed an intention to slaughter his 
lieutenant, and he put up a ticket head- 
ed by Mr. Evaens A. PErTicRew, a 
statesman whose occupation is that of vend- 
ing ‘‘coffee-and-cakes-off-the-griddle,’’ a pro- 
fession connected with journalism, since 
night editors and newspaper reporters are 
driven to these purveyors of nightmares and 
dyspepsia for their early morning suste- 
nance. Mr. Bre.in, having caught his man, 
so to speak, secured the appointment of the 
three Inspectors of Election. These were 
HERMANN, Dwyer, and Les, as aforesaid. 
Next he detailed Mr. Patrick McLauGHuiin 
to act as a terror to all who were averse to 
the election of the statesman-like dealer of 
coffee-and-cakes-off-the-griddle; and then 
he went home, secure in the possession of 
one more of the springs of power in a Gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, for 
the people. 

All the rest was easy. To the simple- 
minded and unpractical theorist the result 
would seem doubtful, as long as there were 
two leading factions, that headed by Prrti- 
GREW and that headed by Ho.uisTER, to 
say nothing of Siskrnp. But the theorist 
must keep his eye on Dick Dwyer, GEORGE 
Hermann, Ep Les, and Par McLaveu- 
LIN. For these eminent men are the springs 
of political power. At least they control the 
spring in the Fifteenth District, so far as the 
ballot-box represents anything. Dwyrr 
stood by the box and took the ballots from 
the voter. HgrRMANN took charge of the 
roll of members. Lz kept the score, and 
Mr. McLauGuuin stood on a bench and 
roared ‘‘Put him out’’ whenever a free and 
independent citizen objected to the way in 
which things were managed. The division 
of labor was adjusted to each man’s special 
abilities, ‘‘cheek’’ being the only quality 
that was evenly distributed. When a voter 
approached the box Dwykkr took his ballot, 
examined it,and if he approved of it, he held it 
in his left hand and bawled out the name of 
the intending voter. HERMANN saw the 
signal and answered, “All right,’’ anda 
vote for PeTttia@REW went into the box. If 
Mr. Dwyzr was not pleased with the ballot, 
he held it in his right hand, when Hxr- 

1 Masx, , recognizing the signal, replied, 
\ 


‘*Name not on the roll.”” If the voter in- 
sisted that his name was there written, and 
attempted to show it to Hermann, this 
model Inspector covered it with his finger 
and denied everything. If the  pos- 
sessor of a freeman’s noblest privi- 
lege made remonstrance, Mr. Par- 
RicK McLaveniin from his bench 
roared, ‘‘Policeman! fire that man out.’’ 
And he was “‘fired out,’? A reporter of 
Tue Tres, taking notes of the proceed- 
ings with a view to the enlightenment of his 
fellow-citizens, was also ordered ‘‘the grand 
bounce,’’ whatever that may be. But he 
staid until the ballots were in and counted, 
with the following result: PETTIGREW, 314; 
Ho.uistsr, 59; Siskrnp, 19. Mr. Barney 
Brenin had secure possession of this par- 
ticular fountain of political power, although 
by some oversight, 78 anti-Pettigrew votes 
had been permitted to go into the ballot-box. 

Political theorists and ‘“ high-toned’’ gen- 
tlemen of broad political views might de- 
clare that this proceeding was a fraud on 
popular rights, a travesty of the caucus, and 
a mere burlesque of an attempt to secure 
an expression of the will of a certain 
community of voters. But comments of 
this sort do not disturb a man of 
Biatr’s heroic mold. If they did, 
Mr. Bietin would not be the man 
he is to-day. Men who are sensitive to crit- 
icism are unfit to run primaries and figure 
in the ascertainment of the will of freemen. 
To vote in a primary meeting it is not only 
necessary that one should be enrolled. It is 
aiso necessary that the enrolled man shall 
vote as the ‘“‘Inspectors’’ wish him to vote. 
Men like Breitin, Dwyer, and HERMANN 
know how the free citizen should vote much 
better than he does. And if the free citizen 
demurs, there is McLAvuGHLIN to tell the 
Police to put him out. And if the free citi- 
zen shows fight, he will not only be knocked 
down and dragged out, but he will be taken 
in charge by the Police on a charge of being 
drunk and disorderly. There are countries, 
governed by effete monarchies, that are not 
blessed with the primary meeting. In this 
free and happy land we have not only prima- 
ries, but we have Biglins and McLaughlins 
to take charge of these pure springs of, power 
in the people’s government. 


WEATHER AND INSTINCT. 


We have now reached the middle of De- 
cember, and have, as yet, had no weather 
properly belonging to Winter. Snow has 
not been seen, and the temperature since the 
first of December has been as high as it or- 
dinarily is in April. This is unfortunate 
for the weather profits who predicted enor- 
mous quantities of cold weather for the 
early part of December, and ought to over- 
whelm with shame the beavers, the squirrels, 
and other animals who have shown them- 
selves to be no wiser than VENNOR and 
DEVOE. 

Divination by means of animals has al- 
ways been popular among persons who try 
to search out the secrets of the weather. It 
is probably a survival of the Roman custom 
of consulting the interior of chickens. As 
every school-boy knows, the Romans never 
undertook anything of importance without 
first cutting open a few sheep or chickens 
_and reading, as they pretended, the latest 
prophecies impressed on stomachs and giz- 
zards. Wedo not put faith in this sort of 
divination, but we assume that beavers and 


squirrels know all about the weather of the } 


future, and when they lay in an extra stock 
of provisions and coal we immediately im- 
agine that the ensuing Winter is to bea hard 
one. Experience has proved that the in- 
stinct of these animals is of no more value 
than that of VENNoR, and it is to be hoped 
that the signal way in which their gross 
ignorance of the present Winter has been 
exposed will render us less ready to place 
confidence in their ridiculous pretensions. 

If instinct is really of any value in divin- 
ing the character of future weather, it 
would be well for us to study women in- 
stead of beavers. Women are, according to 
all philosophers, simply full of instinct. 
They may not possess the very best quality 
of reasoning powers, but the average woman 
has five times as much instinct as the most 
eminent beaver or the ablest squirrel of the 
age. If we were to observe the habits of 
women we might learn something of the 
weather of the future. A little more than a 
year ago women were observed to clothe 
themselves in sealskin sacques of extra 
length, and the demand for woolen arti- 
cles of female clothing of a scarlet 
hue was s0 great as to astonish 
the oldest dealer in that kind ©. of 
goods. Now, nothing can be clearer than 
that women, in thus covering themselves 
with sealskin coats and in providing them- 
selves with less prominent garments of red 
flannel, had an instinctive feeling that the ap- 
proaching Winter wastobea cold one. The 
result proved that they wereright. Last Win- 
ter was colder than any previous Winter with- 
in the memory of twelve or even fifteen of 
our oldest inhabitants. People who confined 
their attention to beavers and squirrels, and 
assumed that because those animals had 
laid in rather less Winter stores than usual 
the ensuing Winter was to bea mild one, 
were greatly deceived, but the thoughtful 
man, who recognized the abundance of 
feminine instinct, foresaw, as he paid the 
bills of his wife and daughters, that the 
Winter would be a very severe one. 


What can we learn from women in regard 
to the present Winter? It must be con- 
fessed that some of the feminine data col- 
lected last Fall by a careful philosopher are 
not very satisfactory. There was a marked 
diminution in the demand for red woolen 
garments, and from this fact alone the mild- 
ness of the present Winter might have been 
predicted, but, on the other hand, our 
women provided themselves with sealskin 
coats longer than the coats of the year be- 
fore, a circumstance that pointed plainly 
toward a Winter even colder than last 
Winter. Now, a Winter cannot be both un- 
usually mild and unusually severe, and so 
far the feminine oracles are painfully am- 
biguous. 

The sudden, and almost universal adoption 
by women of the Gainsborough hat, in its 
various modifications, more than made up 
for the long sealskin coat indication. These 
large flat hats cannot be worn in windy 
weather, and are as unfit for a climate in 
which heavy snow-storms occur as are flat- 
roofed houses. Their appearance last Fall 
meant, beyond any doubt, that the instinct 
of women told them that.a mild Winter was 


at hand. So far the prophecy of the hats 
has been verified, for we have had neither 
high winds nor snow-storms, and if we are 
justified in putting any faith whatever in 
feminine instinct we may feel confident that 
we shall have reasonably pleasant weather 
for the rest of the Winter. 

When we come to inquire why last Win- 
ter should have been cold and this Winter 
should be warm, neither beavers, squirrels, 
women, nor even VENNOR, can help us. All 
that we know is that last year Manitoba 
flooded us with cold weather, while this 
year her weather exports have been incon- 
siderable. The Signal Service reports show 
that there has been no failure of the Mani- 
toba cold weather crop, for in that region 
the storehouses are filled with cold waves, 
snow-storms, and areas of barometrical de- 
pression, ready for distribution at any mo- 
ment. Why they are thus kept in store in- 
stead of being sent all over the country, itis 
in vain for us to inquire. Of course, we 
may hear any day that large quantities of 
weather have been sent out from Manitoba; 
but the best thing we can do is to place our 
faith in womanly instinct and to believe that 
the Gainsborough hats will insure us a mild 
and comfortable Winter. 





It will strike most people as a singularly im- 
pudent request for Mr. FREDERICK W. Lozew to ask 
the County to pay the expenses which he says he 
incurred in defending himself against the attempt 
to remove him from the office of Register in 1878. 
Yet not only has Mr. Loew done this, but the Board 
of Aldermen on Tuesday passed a resolution di- 
recting that $5,702 for paying these expenses should 
be included by the Board of Apportionment in the 
tax levy for 1882. Charges of extortion and mal- 
feasance in office were made against Mr. Lorw, 
and the committee appointed by the Bar Associa- 
tion obtained abundant evidence showing that the 
charges were well founded. And even after the 
illegality of Mr. Lozw’s charges was called to his 
attention he failed to modiy them. Members of 
the Bar Association’s committee charged that 
while they were in the Register’s office, and Mr. 
Loew was professing his willingness to do as they 
wished, he was even then a party to the collection 
of illegal fees. He admitted that the fees charged 
and collected by him were grossly in excess of 
those authorized by law, and the best thing he 
found himself able to sayin his defense was that 
he did not know any better, and that if the Bar 
Association’s committee would only look up the 
law for him and make out a schedule of what the 
legal fees were be would charge only those fees, 
Previous to this Mr. Loew had been a Judge of a Dis- 
trict Court, and also of the Court of Common Pleas, 
and yet ke did not seem, according to his admis- 
sions, to have acquired sufficient knowledge of the 
law to enable him to tell what the legal fees of the 
office of Register were. His plea of ignorance 
was not, however, regarded asa good one, con- 
sidering that he was getting $75,000 a year or 
more in fees for holding an office the duties 
of whieh he was confessedly nui conversant with. 
When Mr. Loew's case came before Gov. Rosin- 
son, he atill had no pleato offer in defense except 
that of ignorance of the law. Inthe Governer’s 
opinion announcing the decision in the case it was 
stated that the charges against Mr. Lozw had been 
proved, but that, owing to his promises to reform 
and to do better in the future, he would not be re- 
moved from office, only reprimanded. It was 
openly asserted at the time that only political con- 
siderations saved Mr. Loew then from meeting the 
fate of County Clerk GumMBLETON, and the fact that, 
at the election for Governor in 1879, the patronage 
of the Register’s office was not used as theretofore 
in aid of Ketty and Tammany Hall went far to 
show that the assertion was true. But, be this as 
it may, why, under the circumstances, should the 
County pay the expenses incurred by Mr. Lorw in 
showing that he failed to perform the dutiesof his 
office ina legal manner, owing to ignorance? Of 
the $75,000 or more received by himin fees each 
year certainly $20,000 must have been an over- 
charge, and what harm or hardship ts there in 
compelling him to pay his legal expenses out of 
these illegal fees? 
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The conviction yesterday of B. FRANK 
Moors, in the United States Cireult Court, for vio- 
lating the Lottery law, will meet with the approval 
of all good citizens. This man is the general agent 
of the Louisiana Lottery Company, an organiza- 
tion which has for years produced great misery 
among the foolish poor, who have turned their 
hard-earned savings into the coffers of the company 
in the delusive hope that they would gain some of the 
advertised prizes of the drawings. He has continued 
the business with daring bravado in spite of all 
warnings of ultimate punishment, has used the 
mails to distribute circulars over the country, and 
has been often arrested by the Police for selling 
lottery tickets in the City. Ne was recently 
arrested by an agent of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice, who secured eyvi- 
dence to adequately support the charge of illegal 
use of the mails, and, as a result, the extreme pen- 
alty of $500 was imposed upon him. It appears 
that the man has, heretofore, had a taste of the 
same penalty, but it is doubtful if he will continue 
his practice of reckless defiance much longer. It 
is just possible that he may be sent to prisonin 
addition to being fined, when the separate charge 
of selling tickets comes to be pressed in the Court 
of General Sessions.

Irish lawyers have been exceedingly fruitful 
in “ theories’’ by which to justify the faithlessness 
of persons sued for breach of promise of marriage. 
Some years ago the nephew of the military hero, 
Sir De Lacy Evans, all but escaped the penalty for 
having trifled with the affections of a beautiful 
kinswoman on the ground that before he engaged 
himself his drunken habits induced the lady to re- 
fer to him on tender occasions as her pig. The de- 
duction which the jury was expected to make was 
that a woman who deliberately agreed to marry a 
man who, in her estimation, was no better than a 
pig, was not entitled to substantial damages. 
Another case has just been tried in Dub- 
lin in which somewhat similar ground 
has been taken by the lawyers. Mr. Pavun 
PERRIN, aged 75, was sued by Miss Mary JANE 
STEPHENS, aged 30, PauL was a widower. and it 
was proved that once when the lady was on a visit 
to his house with her mother, and was about to 
leave, he threw his bulky form in her way and 
said: ‘‘Oh, Nannre, don’t leave; I want to make 
up a match between you and me.” Counsel forthe 
defense said that his client was “half mad” when 
he made the proposition, and that the plaintiff 
knew it very well, for the reason that she had seen 
a composition of his on dancing, in which he deliy- 
ered his opinion thus: “ Paux says that it is requi- 
site to make known as quick as possible to those 
that are puzzled and bewildered to keep all right 
in the upper story and get up and dance and 
sing. .There are a great many dances to seiect 
from. They can select from the minuet 
to a dance they call the _ kicking-up 
step, that is to kick up before and behind. Any 
one that does not wish a show off, they can have a 
caper on the sly.”” The reading of this extract evi- 
dently had a strong effect upon the court and jury, 
considering the fact that the defendant was let off 
with merely nominal damages. Tsere was the ad- 
ditional feature in the case that counsel referred to 
his client as a “*half-mad old cuss,” and in the 
present excited state of the country it may have 
been deemed conclusive evidence of idiocy that a 
person who could permit himself to be so described. 
must be even worse than he was represented.

That these 
are valuable, and even precious, metals is admitted. 
Even those who have most te say in denunciation 
of the traitorous work of “* British gold” after it 
gets into this country have always been apparently 
very willing it should come here, and we may as- 
sume that gold and silver are valuable products to 
receive into any country. But so are tin, copper, 
nickel, and iron; hence, why is it not equally a 
mand thing ta baxe them came into the country 
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freely, and why should they be impedea by a duty? 
Oh, reply the “convention” people, we have men 
working here at home to produce those metals, 
and they must be protected against foreign labor, 
which would etherwise send metals over here and 
beggar them. Yes, of course; but we have also 
men at work here in producing gold and silver. 
Mining gold and silver is an honest and worthy in. 
dustry, and the latter was so favorably regarded 
by a number of Congressmen that they wished 
to help it by the Bland bill a few years 
ago, which went further than the exist. 
ing Silver law. How is it that American 
labor at work in mining copper and iron gets heavy 
protection, and labor in mining gold and silver hag 
to rub along asitcan without apy? We find, also, 
that while other articles are protected only by 
heavy duties, American ships are protected by ac 
tual prohibition, being practically in the same cat- 
egory with obscene books. Are they a species of 
“obscene books, &¢., or other article of an im- 
moral nature?’ Howisit that the man who digg 
iron ore, and th other man who works it into pig, 
are protected only by heavy auties, and the maz 
who makes iron into a ship is protected by a prohl- 
bition? Again, we have been told, innumerable 
times, that the tariff is intended to protect the 
American laborer against the pauper laborer of 
Europe, and the productions of the latter are 
therefore weighted by duties to keep them out of 
this country; but the foreign laborer himself is on 
an unwritten free list, and comes here in large 
numbers to compete with our native American 
and reduce him to beggary on his own soil. These 
contgasts seem to be anomalies and inconsistencies, 
None of the “ papers’’ presented to the recent con- 
ventions touched upon them at all, and we do not 
pretend to be wise enough to give an explanation 
of them under protectiontheory. The conventiong 
overlooked them entirely. Will not the ‘‘commis- 
sion”—when we get it—see that a good round duty 
be put on foreign gold, silver, and labor, in the ine 
terest of our imperiled American working man?

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Senator Morrill, of Vermont, lost no time in 
opening the third act in the protection tariff play 
in the Senate. The first act was but indifferently 
played in Chicago. The second act, exhibited in 
l'ew-York, threatened to damn the piece alto- 
gether. But now it is determined to rescue the 
piece, on which so much depends, by a vigorous 
action in Washington. 

The high character and the long public services 
of the Senator from Vermont naturally call atten- 
tion to all he says on the floor of the Senate. But 
when we add to this the fact that Senator Morrill 
is the very father of the present tariff, which he 
proudly proclaims to be, (to use his own words,) 
“notwithstanding amendments subsequently piled 
and patched upon it at every fresh demand during 
the war, but retaining its vertebre and all of its 
specific characteristics, has been as a financial 


measure an unprecedented success in spite of its 
supposed patronymical incumbrance,” his speech 
must necessarily be of great interest, and deserves 
acareful study.

In the first place T must call attention to a most 
singular state of things: A little over a year ago 
the result of the Presidential election assured the 
protectionists the continuation of their privilege. 
To this day itis asserted by the party in power 
that the single sentence of ‘a tariff for revenue 
only’’ in the Democratic platform of 1880 defeated 
that party. New and important converts from the 


dorsed this verdict; and seemingly the continua- 
tion of the protection policy ought to be, at 
least during the present régime and pres- 
ent Congress, as strong as are the thirteenth 
and fourteenth amendments tothe Constitution. 
Yet a most strange apprehension and mistrust in 
their own atrength has seized upon this powerful 
cohort. The party that adopted as their policy 
‘*a tariff for revenue only” lies partially bleeding 
and dismembered before them. With now ard 
only some _ sporadic efforts of a few 
writers on tariff reform whom the protectionists 
in general, as well as the distinguished Senator 
from Vermont in particular, affect to despise, 
the mighty protected interest of this country has 
risen during the last six months like one man to 
do battle. not against a solid phalanx of opponents, 
but against public opinion, which they seem to 
fear ‘“‘may rise up against them.” Thus far no 
tariff revision bill has been introduced in Congress, 
yet the Senator from Vermont began his tariff 
speech on the fourth day of the session with an 
apology that he was prevented from delivering it 
the day before, while a permanent appointed 
committee, we may as well call it by its right 
name—a _ lobby—is_ already in Washington 
and will stay there, of course, during the full ses- 
sion, to watch, and if necessary to ‘ fix,” still fur- 
ther the pure and simple protection tariff. These 
are strange facts. What has stirred up the fears of 
the protectionists, unless it is that their own con- 
science has found them out? Their action at pres- 
ent is but the fac simile of theactien of the slavery 
oligarchy in 1860. It was not enough to have and 
hold slaves, but the grievance was that the couatry 
refused a further transplanting of them in the Ter- 
ritories. Above all, it was desired to have a special 
expression that that domestic institution? was 
legitimate and not to be assailed. Substitute pro- 
tection for slavery and protectionists for slave- 
holders, and the year 1881 for 1860, and you have 
the repetition complete, and, strange and amusing 
as it may appear to protectionists, I am asconfident 
that the ultimate result will be the same as J am 
confident that the sun will rise in the east. 

Senator Morrill opened his speech with histori- 
eal generalities, and claims not only Alexander 
Hamilton and Henry Clay as pi otectionists, but, by 
some ingenious uotations, Gen. Jackson, Mr. 
Benton. Mr. Breckinridge, and even Mr. Polk, 
were, according to the worthy Senator’s deduc- 
tions, in favor of protection. It would be unprofit- 
able to go into a centroversy on this particular as- 
sertion. What we want is to discuss and contro- 
vert the actual live issues. The Senator, having 
disposed to his own satisfaction of the protection 
prociivities of the great statesmen of past genera- 
tions. begins to show how unreasonable it is to ask 
our young infant industry to compete with old-es- 
tablished industries in foreign lands, unless the lat- 
teris handicapped by a protective tariff. Now, 
his plea of infancy is one of the most difficult that 
the unfortunate advocates of protection encoun- 
ter, because, in order to show what protection 
has done for the country, itis above all necessary 
to proclaim the greatness and efficiency our indus- 
—— have attained, and the one contradicts the 
other.

I shall certainly not spoil the effect of the above 
extracts by any criticism of my own. All I claim 
is that I found in the worthy Senator's speech a 
negative and positive power by putting them in 
the proper position and connecting them by head- 
lines. My calling attention to them is only the 
seas electric spark, and the shock naturally fol- 
ows. 

Senator Morrill as a stanch protectionist takes 
great pride in the tariff of 1861, because it was he 
who elaborated the scheme. and our tariff still 
bears hisname. Speaking with exultation of this 
policy, the Senator says: 

“ Transforming ad valorem duties into specific, then 
averaging but 25 per cent. upen the invoice values, 
impos'sg much higher rates upon luxuries than upon 
necessaries, and introducing compound duties upon 
woolens, justiy compensatory for the duiies on wool, 
it has secured all the revenue anticipated, or $108,159,- 

76 in 1881, against $53,187,511 in 1860, and our total! 
trade, exports and imports, in 1860, of §687,192,176, 


appears to have expanded in 1880 to $1,613,770,633, 
with a grand excess of exports in our favor of $167,- 








was $2v,040,062 against us in 1860.”" 

There is the old adage that it takesa wise child 
to know his father. But I hope the Senator will 
pardon me when I say that it seems difficult for 
him to know his own tariff children of 1861. and 
those that followed. Hesays, ‘‘imposing much 
higher rates upon !uxuries than upon necessaries.”’ 
I shall take the liberty to point out to the Senator 
that such an assertion is not borne out in our tariff 


system. I will show the ad valorem rate paid in 
1880 on a few articles of luxury and on some ar- 


ticles of prime necessity, and be judged by the re- 
sult:

With great respect and deference to the distin- 
guished Senator, Iam certainly of opinion that all 
these compound duties entered the present tariff 
| policy surreptitiously, and are simplv so many jobs 
: of class legislation. The Senator may not have 
| given them his full attention, but it would be diffi- 
cult to see how they could be defended.

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OBITUARY. 


THADDEUS CRANE BANKS. 
Thaddeus Crane Banks, the business man- 
ager and one of the proprietors of the /orest and 
Stream, died of consumption yesterday morning 
at his residence, No. 453 Lafayette-avenue, Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Banks had attended to business very reg- 


ularly until about three weeks ago, when he was 
confined to the house by the disease which had 
affected him throughout life. Just before this a 
son, John A. Banks, who was the Cashier of the 
Forest and Stream, had died of consumption, and 
this event had a very depressing effect upon the 
father, upon whose system the fatal disease began 
at once to make rapid inroads, Mr. Banks was 
known all over the country, especially among 
sporting men, and his death will be felt by 
a wide circle of friends and acquaintances, 
| by whom he was looked upon as an author- 
| ity in all matters pertaining to manly sports. 
| He was in his fifty-third year, and a native of New- 
England, having been born in Danbury, Conn.. Jan. 
5, 1829. He learned the calling of dentistry, and 
came to this City while quite young, and estab- 
lished himself in business asa dentist. He was 
very successful in this calling for several years, but 
the eonsumption steadily undermined his health, 
and he was finally obliged to abandon the business. 
He returned to Connecticut, and settled in Walling- 
ford, where he remained for some time. During 
his residence here he was twice elected to the State 
Legislature. In 1871 he removed to Meriden, and 
joined Wilber F. Parker in the publication of, the 
American Sporisman. Four years later this paper 
was merged in the od and Gun, and removed to 
this City. During two years, under the able busi- 














ness management of Mr. Banks, the od 
und Gun flourished, and its circulation rapidly 
increased, until 1877, when the name was 


changed to Horest and Stream, the title by which 
the journal is now known. As a journalist Mr. 
Banks was enterprising and energetic, and in many 
instances he outdistanced his competitors in the 
race for sporting news. It had been the custom 
for the older journals of this character to depend 
for their news of events outside the City upon re- 
ports in the daily newspapers. Mr. Banks sent 
special reporters all over the country and had their 
reports transmitted by wire, so that the Forest and 
Stream appeared with the news up to the very eve 
of publication, and was often _two or three days in 
advance of its competitors. By this liberal and en- 
ergetic policy the paper was soon forced into the 
front rank of sporting journals. Mr. Banks was 
entirely wrapped up in the /orest and Stream, and 
gave but lit le thought to anything else. He was 
identified with most of the sporting associations of 
this country. and received numerous medals for 
services rendered in their cause at various times. 
He was an active member of the National Game 
Protective Association, the Society for the Protec- 
| tion of Game, in Brooklyn, the New-York State 
Sportsman’s Association, and the Press Club, and 
an honorary member of numerous other societies, 
He had traveled extensively, and passed quitea 
time in Africa and South America. He leavesa 
widow and three sons.

A BLAZE ON FIF1H-AVENUVE. 
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MINISTER MORTON’S HOUSE DAMAGED BY 
FIRE AND WATER TO THE EXTENT OF 


$4,000. 
A fire broke out at 8 o’clock last evening on 


the top floor of the unoccupied six-story brick 
building No. 508 Fifth-avenue, on the north-east 
corner of Forty-second-street, and before the fire 
was extinguished the structure was considerably 
damaged. The building is owned by the Hon. Levi 
P. Morton, United States Minister to France, and 
was formerly occupied by him as a dweiling. 


For several months past the structure has 
been undergoing extensive alterations, and 
it is almost entirely reconstructed, having 


been raised to the height of six stories, and ex- 
tended along Forty-second-street until the build- 
ing now has a frontage of 25 feet on Fifth-avenue 
and 125 feet on Forty-second-street. The Forty- 
second-street addition has a depth of 75 feet. The 
first floorand basement when finished will he occu- 
pied by J. B. Brewster & Co., carriage-builders, as 
a sales-room, and the upper floors are being altered 
for the purposes of a hotel, and are leased by Mr, 
Charies A. Swan, the proprietor of the Welling- 





ton, at Forty-second-street and Madison-ave- 
nue. A rumber of plumbers and_ steam- 
fitters were at work yesterday afternoon, 


and left at 6 o’clock. Two hours later the watch- 
man, while on the first floor of the building, saw a 
bright light reflected on the turrets of ex-Senator 
Bixby’s mansion, on the south-east corner of Fifth- 
avenue and Forty-second-street. He ran out into 
the street, and, looking up, saw that the sixth floor 
of the Morton building was on fire on the Forty- 
second-street side. An alarm was given, and Pa- 
trolman Abbott, of the Nineteenth Precinct, sent 
owt asummons to the Mre Department from the 
signal-box at the Grand Central Depot. The fire- 
men had great difficulty in reaching the scene of 
the fire, as they bad to drag their lines of hese u 

the narrow winding stairs in the front of the build- 
ing; but they succeeded in extinguishing the flames 
before they had extended beyond the place where 
they originated. The lower floors, however, were 
deluged with water. The damage to the structure 
willreach between $3,000 and $4,000. The fire is 
believed to have been caused by the carelessness 
of theplumbers. A fire occurred on the roof of 


the structure abont a month ago, caused by similar 
carelessness on the part of the tin-roofers. 








LORD CHIEF-JUSTICE SHEA, 


A short time agoa letter was received at 


the New-York Post Office from abroad addressed 
to ‘“‘ The Lord Chief-Justice of the United States.” 


The puzzled Post Office officials sent the let- 
ter to Chief-Justice Waite, of the United 
States Supreme Court, but that high u- 
dicia! functionary, with becoming modesty, de- 
clined to break the seal of so portentous a docu- 


| ment, and it was returned to New-York, The 


Post Office officials began now to feel oppressed 
with the gravity of the responsibility resting on 
them, and had the letter conveyed to Chief-Justice 
Noah Davis, of the Supreme Court, who, however, 
out of respect for the law, likewise declined to 
open it. hen it was taken to Chief-Justice Daly, 
of the Common Pleas. But, like the other Chieéf- 
Justices, Judge Daly quailed before the responsi- 


bility. At length a council of Judges was called, 
and in solemn conclave, with gravity befitting the 


occasion, the seal was broken. A great sigh of re- 
lief escaped the assembled arbiters cf justice when 
they learned, from its contents, that the letter 


was intended for Chief-Justice Shea, of the Marine 
Court.

THE BATH CITY GIVEN UP BY HER 
AGENTS AS LOST. 


SEBRIVAL OF MANY OVERDUE STEAM-SHIPS 
—-GALLANT RESCUE OF THE CREW OF 
THE GERMAN BARK ANNA-—TERRIFIC 


RTORMS SWEEPING OVER THE ATLANTIC, 


Several overdue steam-ships reached this 


Port yesterday after having battled successfully 
with terrific storms. The Canada, of the National 
Line, from London, sailed on Wednesday, Nov. 23, 
aud had a long and tempestuous passage. Westerly 
gales raged the greater portion of the time, and 


Beas frequently broke over the vessel as sho 
teamed along at half her usual rate of speed. 


Beveral of the deck-houses were more or 


ss broken in by the heavy seas, and two of the 
e-boats were smashed. On Nov. 30, in latitude 
° 58’ and longitude 17° 50’, it was biowing a brisk 
ale and a heavy sea wasrunning. One of the offi- 
rs on the bridge discovered a sailing vessel,rolling 
diy, and Capt. Robinson ordered the steam-ship 
bo be headed in the direction of the stranger, which 
Was evidently in distress. The German flag was 
Rying at half-mast on the sailing vessel, whieh 
proved to be the bark Anna, of Pillau. Her master 
signaled that they were sinking, and that they de- 
sired to abandon the wreck, but they had no 
life-boat that could be trusted in the sea which 
Was then running. The deck ef the bark seemed 
to have been stove in in several places by heavy 
Waves, and she tossed about as though unman- 
geable. Notwithstanding the heavy sea, Capt. 
Robinson decided to rescue the crew of the bark 
possible, The steamer was hove to ata short 
flistance from the distressed vessel, The chief 
pfiicer volunteered to take command of the boat, 
Ite acrew of four picked men was selected. A 
fe-boat was then lowered, and the five gallant 
en started for the rescue, They made their 


ay slowly through the high rolling seas, 
Which drove the spray over them, and 
the boat finally came alongside the 


Dark after much difficulty. A dog then sprang 
om the Anna into the life-boat. This animal was 
ollowed by 10 men, who saved nothing but a few 
—- of clothing. The boat pushed off from the 
ark, but had a hard struggle before the steamer 
ould be reached. It was very dangerous work com- 
ng alongside the high iron sides of the Canada, 
Which rose and fell with the huge seas. All the oc- 
ecupants of the boat, including the dog, reached the 
deck in safety, but when left to itself the boat 
dashed violently against the steam-ship and was 
waimped. The lines were cut, and the boat which 
had proved of such great service was abandoned. 
The steam-ship started up and the wreck of the 
Anna was left astern, tossing unmanageably among 
the billows which were sweeping over her broken 
flecks. Itis probable that the wreck went down 
boon after she had beon abaudoned. 

Capt. W. Siewerts, of the Anna, stated that he 
Beiled from Pillau for this port with a cargo of old 
lron and rags on Thursday, Oct. 20. Variable 
weather was experienced until Noy. 21, when a 
heavy gale set in and increased to a north-north- 
westerly hurricane. Sail was shortened as the 


~wind increased in force, but the bark labored vio- ; 


lently and began to leak badly. The pumps were 
manned, but the enormous waves which swept 
over the decks rendered it difficult for the men to 
remain at their posts. The leak gained steadily on 
the sailors, and the bark sank lower and lower in 
the water during the week which followed. There 
had only been a few temporary lulls in the hurri- 
eane during this time. Besides sweeping every- 
thing movable overboard, the houses were in- 
ured and the decks at places were broken 
in. These places were temporarily patched up, 
but the leak continued to gain until the men were 
almost exhausted. An enormous wave struck 
peainst the stern and carried away the rudder. 
fhe Anna was now unmanageable, and she lay in 
jhe trough of the sea laboring violently, This made 
the leak still worse, and Capt. Siewerts saw that 
ze would soon be compelled to abandon the bark. 
he storm continued, but no vessel was seen all 


fay on the 2th. Their condition was now 
critical The men had no boats = which 
could live in the sea then running, and 
the iron in the hold was liable to take 
the leaking bark to the bottom at any 


moment. Next day, when the Canada was sighted, 
a signal of distress was made, and to the delight of 
the sailors, that steamer approached. They were 
paiy too giad to leave the wreck without saving 
their effects. The shipwrecked seamen say that 
they were treated with great kindness on board 
the Canada. They willapply at the German Con- 
ulate to-day, and will either be provided with 
erths on German vessels now in pert or will be 
yes to their homes. The Anna was built at 
JIckemunde, Germany, in 1863, and measured 825 
tons. She was owned by F. Dultz, of Pillau, who 
or her thoroughly overhauled in 1879, Capt.

The steam-ship Somerset, of the Great Western 
Line, from Bristol, which was obliged to put into 
Bt. Jobn, Newfoundland,ffor coal on the 5th inst., 
arrived here yesterday. She sailed on Thursday, 
Nov. 17, and two days later was caught in a hurri- 
cane, which continued until Dec. 3. On the first 

the storm a sea was_ shipped 
smashed in the windows of the 
wheel-house and knocked down the third 
pfiicer, who was laid up in consequence, 
During the night of the 26th the storm was terrific, 
nd the seas washed over the vessel fore and aft. 
Chief Officer Jones and two seamen were knocked 
flown and severely injured. The cabin doors were 
parried away and the skylights were smashed. 
Water poured into the eabin, but the breaks were 
soon repaired temporarily. Next morning there 
tras a short lull, but toward evening the hurricane 
returned, and during the night the wheel-house 
was wrecked by a heavy sea. The ship was barely 
rnble to make headway against the storm. Hercoal 
was running out, and Capt. Williams put into St. 
John for a fresh supply. The Somerset egailed again 
npn the 7th, and while passing down the coast met 
with a seyere gale, which, however, caused no 
damage. 

The steam-ship Switzerland, of the Red Star 
Line, arrived from Antwerp yesterday after a very 
long and severe passage. She sailed on Saturday, 
Nov. 26, and while passing down the Channel en- 
countered a gale, with terrific squalls and high 
Beas. Ov Noy. 30a violent gale was blowing, and 
the seas constantly swept over the decks. A sea- 


man named H. Stoff was knocked down by a heavy | 


sea and dashed against one of the deck-houses. His 
skull was broken, and he died shortly afterward. 
His remains were buried at sea. This storm con- 
tinued until Dec. 3, when it began to abate some- 
what. At4P. M.on the bth 
svent down to 28.79, and a severe hurricane was en- 
countered. The wind blew nearly around the com- 


pass, while rain and blinding spray were driven | 


niong the decks. The vessel labored heavily in the 
rea, which soon rose to an enormous height. After 
pontinuing a few hours the hurricane settled down 
into a heavy gale from north-north- west. On the 9th 
it again moderated, but next day another gale 
Fprang up, and on the lth the storm 
Was accompanied by severe  snow-squails, 
Tne steam-ship Pieter de Coninek, from Antwerp, 
badastormy passage of 19 days. When in the 
Channel a violent gale set in and increased to a 
hurricane. The wind shifted frequently and caused 
a dangerous cross-sea. Capt. Falk ordered the 
vessel hove to, and she was obliged to remain in 
this condition for 36 hours. Westerly gales, with 
high head-seas, continued until Deo. 1, when it be- 
gan to moderate. Onthe tri another hurricane, 
which continued for 10 hours, was encountered, 
The head-seas were very high, but the ship be- 
haved splendidly and shipped but very little 
water. Capt. Barstow, of the ship Elwell, 
which arrived from Singapore yesterday, reports 
that on Oct. 24, when off Cape Agulhas, a north- 
westerly gale set in and continued for six days. 
During this time several sails were split and the 
seas, which were very high, frequently swept over 
the decks. Ihe Lake Manitoba, of the Beaver 
Line, from Liverpool, was 14 daysin crossing the 
peean. Strong westerly gales, with dangerous 
head-seas and violent hail-squalis, were encoun- 
tered until the 7th inst., when the steam-ship was 
near the banks of Newfoundland. The schooner 
jordan L. Mott, from Baracoa, experienced head- 
gales and heavy seas on the 9th and 10th inst. The 
feas were very heavy and great quantities of water 
were shipped. 

Arkell & Co., of No. 118 Pearl-street, the agents 
pf the Bath City, now regard that steam-ship as 
having been lost. She sailed from Bristol for this 
port on Thursday, Nov. 10, and three weeks later, 
on Dee. 1, was seen heading toward St. John, New- 
foundland. Her redder-head was then gone, and. 
ebe had lost her foremast. The vessel which passed 
fhe Bath City was the Marathon, which reached St. 
John on the 2d inst. The Captain of the latter had 
refused to take the Bath City in tow because he 
himself was short of coal. Arkell & Co. criticise 
the conduct of the Captain of the Mara- 


thon quite severely. Their agents at ‘St. 
ohn were instructed to send out tug- 
ats in search of the Bath City, but 


nothing has since been heard of the missing vessel. 
She was commanded by Capt. Ivey, and her chief 
fiicer was Mr. Evans. The crew numbered 32 men. 
There were no passengers on board. The cargo 
sonsisted of 1,765 bundles of wire rods, 13,000 boxes 
pf tin plates, 494 tons of steel-blue, 43 casks of col- 
rothar, 7,000 boxes of raisins, 1,100 empty oil bar- 
rels, 18 bales of grain bags, and 5sheep. The Bath 
City was built at Stockton in 1680 and measured 
1,122 tons. Her aecks were all of iron, and she was 
divided into several water-tight compartments. 
Her engines were compound, with cylinders 33 and 
61 inches in diameter, anda piston stroke of 33 
inches. She wasregarded as a perfectly seaworthy 
steam-sbip. She was valued at $150,000 and her 
cargo at $150,000. The City of London has not yet 
been heardfrom. William H. Thompson & Co., her 
agents, think that she is still afloat, but fear that 
the has been partially disabled, and in that condl- 
tion may have put into the Azores.

AN ARTIST OF OLD NEW-YORK.

DEATH OF JOHN QUIDOR, AN EXPONENT OF 


ART FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


Mr. John Quidor, who died on Tuesday at 
the residence of his sonson Jersey City Heights, 
was at one time a leading figure in the art world of 


old New-York, Mr. Quidor was born in Gloucester 
County, N. J., and at the time of bis death was 81 


years old. Up tothe age of 26 he remained about his 
birthplace, occupying himself with domestic and 
farm duties, He subsequently came to this City, 
and studied painting under the then well-known 
artists Inman and Jarvis, becoming an authority in 
his time on figure painting, and being referred to 
in the prints of the day as “John Quidor, the only 
avowed figure painter in New-York.” In the year 
1849, Quidor’s early training inclining him to a rural 
life, he went to Illinois, and settled to his art-work 
on a farm near Quincy, which it was arranged he 
should pay for by the execution of three large pic- 
tures, each 17 feet in length and of unknown 





height. He procured his canvases and set 
bravely to work to cover them. After a 
residence on the farm of two years the 
owner elected to rescind his part of 


the contract, and keeping the artist’s ereations, 
refused him either the paintings or the property of 
640 acres for the purchase price of which they were 
drawn. In 1851, worn and disappointed, he re- 
turned to New-York. where he established himself 
in an art studio at No. 516 Pearl-street. Here he 
remained for some time doing spasmodic work at 
intervals, and hereshortly afterward he was sought 
out by a young aspirant for art fame, who after- 
ward achieved it, in the person of Charles Loring 
Elliott, who became thenceforth his pupil. Quidor’s 
work, which was remarkable for its size, was main- 
ly on religious or historical subjects. The Scriptu- 
ral subjects were usually given the most space, 
and comprised a series of paintings, such as “Jesus 
Blessing the Sick,” and other illustrations of Scrip- 
tural lore. He illustrated many of thé more strik- 
ing events described in Irving’s works, notably ina 
large picture of ‘Ichabod Crane and the Headless 
Horseman,” which was displayed in the Salon of 
the American Gallery of Art, and drew forth con- 
siderable comment, mainly favorable. A critic 
of the day, writing of this picture, said. after 
admiring remarks: “But in his Ichabod 
Crane his horse is not a horse.”” The same writer 
afterward said: “‘ Mr. Quidor was a feliow-pupil 
with Inman, of the justly celebrated Jarvis, of this 
City, but was maltreated by his master, * * 
yet, under this disadvantage, we feel no hesitation 
to assert that as a general painter, as an original 
genius, Mr. Quidor was vastly superior to Mr. —-. 
We challenge him or any of the National Acade- 
micians to produce specimens equal to several of 
bis works, as displayed on banners or fire-engine 
backs,” whichit seems were deemed appropriate 
canvases for the artists of that day. An article 
by T. P. Thorpe was published in the Aven- 
ing Post of this City Sept. 30. 1868, entitled ‘‘ Per- 
sonal Reminiscences of Charles Loring Elliott,” 
in which Quidor’s name constantly recurs. The 
writer recalls the first visit of himself and the sub- 
ject of the sketch, then both young men, to the 
studio of the great man on Pearl-street, where they 
afterward spent manyhours. Their trepidation on 
approaching the august master as he appeared to 
them shows that Quidor occupied a certain posi- 
tion and had earned a considerable reputation. 
The writer says: ‘ Quidor’s shop, for it was not 
properly a studio, was at No. 516 Pearl-street. but 
in it we three formed a friendship which lasted un- 
clouded and uninterrupted for 40 years.’’ The dif- 
ference of methods of instruction between those 
days and our own, and the difference of conception 
| of what art really is, is shown when Thorpe says 
that the only instructions they received were to he 
set at work copying cheap prints in colors, while 
the master, according to Bohemian traditions, 
came and went according to his own sweet will 
after absenting himself from his studio for weeks 
at a time. ‘* Quidor’s rooms,” says the writer, 
were without adornments of any kind, except a 
bench and one ortwo dilapidated chairsand a rude 
easel, Which afterward consorted with ours.”” Mr. 
Quidor’s chef d’@uvre, ** The Dance on the Battery.” 
hada place on the Academy walls inthis City about 
10 years ago, and for this picture he received hon- 
orable mention, selling the work while it remained 
there. His life-long friends were Messrs, Cum- 
mings, Thorpe, Mooney, and Elliott, at that time 
well-known names in art circles. 

Quidor was a stout, well-proportioned man, but 
for 10 years he had hardly touched an implement 
of his art, for three years he had been ailing, and 
for the last three months of his life his mind wasa 
confused jumble of old memories, unarranged by 
intelligence. His death occurred from softening 
of the brain. He leaves a wife, 70 years of age, and 
seven children, foursons and three daughters, all 
but one of whom are married. The funeral will 
take place this afternoon at 2 o’clock from his late 
residence, No. 98 Clinton-avenue, Jersey City 
Heights, The interment will bein the Bay Ceme- 
tery, Jersey City, where his family have a burial 
ot.

The possibilities of a speedy adjustment of 
freight tariffs east and west over the various trunk 
lines are made more improbable than ever by the 
refusal of President Vanderbilt, of the New-York 
Central Railroad, to agree to any seheme for ad- 
vancing western-bound freights until his demands 
for a settlement of eastern-bound tariffs are ac- 


| ceeded to or submitted to arbitration, as he has ; 
! suggested. He proposed to the Presidents of the | 


other trunk lines to submit to Charles Francis 
Adams, Jr., of Massachusetts, the differences ex- 


Atlantic coast, and agreed to abide by hia de-

| ferential rates. This proposition was _ro- 
| fused. Accordingly, when on Monday last 
the freight agents of the trunk lines 


' held a meeting and agreed upon an increase in the 
| tariff on west-bound freights, he refused to acvept 
| the suggested rates. This was done, not merely 
| because these in some measure discriminated in 
' favor of Philadelphia and Baltimore, but because 
; he saw in the proposition for an increase a possible 
opportunity to force the competing lines to come 
to his terms or aceede to his proposition for a sub- 
mission of differential freights to arbitration. He 
has instrueted his representatives to report to the 
gentlemen representing the other- roads that he 
will agree to no advance in western-bound freights 
until all difficulties existing are adjusted. This is 
his ultimatum, and the result will be an indefinite 
continuance of the war in east-bound freights, and 
that west-bound freight-rates will probably remain 
as at present. The Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
and Ohio Roads have both announced an increase 
in their tariff to 60 cents on first’class freights, 
and have been charging these rates, ostensibly, 
for a tew weeks past. A well-informed railroad 
official says this advance really amounts to noth- 
ing, and is madeto give these roads an opportu- 
nity to charge on that basis for what is virtually 
local business, that is, transportation to points to 
which there is no competition. This gentleman 
further stated that Mr. Vanderbilt would continue 
his business on the basis of existing tariffs, and is 
fully able to go ahead, making such rates as he 
may see fit, until all the trunk line managers agree 
to submit their difficultiesto arbitration, and thus 
bring about an endto the freight war. Another 
prominent railroad man, as well informed as any 
in the City, says that, in his opinion, there ean be 
no end to the war, because the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohio Roads will never submit to ar- 
bitration nor agree to make the rates to Baltimore 


and Philadelphia the same as those to New-York. 
Said he: “‘ The trouble is that the Baltimore and Ohio 
Road can afford to bring freights from the West

to Baltimore for 8 cents less than the Central and 
Erie can bring them to New-York, and its managers 
will do so in all probability. If the Central carries 
for 15,the Baltimore ard Ohio will carry for 12, 
and the Pennsylvania for but a trifle, if any, more 
than that figure. The only basis on which they can 
agree, it seems to me, is to bring freights east for 
nothing. None of the roads will pay producers for 
shipping over their lines, but until the rivalry 
reaches this point, and a settlement js thus forced, 
I see no solution to the problem now agitating the 
managing circles of the trunk lines,”
